wholly unaware of the magnitude of 
the work and the time required to 
properly perform the duties imposed 
upon the County Treasurer by the 
terms of said charter and especially 
when they fixed the amount of com- 
pensation to be paid for said services. 
Which sum is inadequate even to pay 
the salary of an efficient clerk. Your 
petitioner would further represent to 
your honorable body that the remark- 
able growth of the city since the pas 
sage of the charter and the more labor- 
ious character of the duties imposed 
under the new law than that of the old 
City Treasurer up to the time of the 
abolishment of his office even with two 
efficient deputies, was unable to prop- 
erly keep up the work satisfactorily. 
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That on several days in each month 
it becomes necessary for the entir 
office force of the County Treasure 
(although larger than that prior to th 
transfer of the city's business to the 
County Treasurer) to drop the entir 
work of the county and attend merely 
to the city work to the inconvenience 
of the county officials, but also to th 
publie at large.

Gentlemen:—The undersigned would 
most respectfully represent that it 
entered into an agreement in 1901, 
whereby the city agreed to pay half 
the expense and the county the other 
half, for caring for the unfortunate 
people who needed, temporarily, food 
and lodging, and for whom there was 
no accommodation except the Police 
Station and the County Jail. Many 
such persons are respectable women 
and children, disabled, feeble and in- 
firm men, none of whom should be sub- 
jected to the humiliation of a lodge- 
ment in either of the places men- 
tioned. It was agreed that this society 
should take all such persons as should 
be sent to it by City Police or other 
officials, or county officials, and care 
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for them in its "Home for Friendless" 
for the sum cof 15 cents per meal and 
15 cents for lodging, a price that 
barely pays for cost. During the year 
from November 26, 1901, to November 
13, 1902, there was sent to it and 
cared for, 256 cases, representing 640 
individuals and the society furnished 
625 meals and 276 lodgings at its 
Home, for which it received from the 
city and county, $137.15. The appro- 
priations for this object have expired 
and the society can no longer do the 
work unless new appropriations are 
made, and we therefore pray that an 
appropriation be made. We take it 
that no one wants to go back to the 
cruel method of caring for respectable 
but unfortunate people, in inappro- 
priate places. The society during the 
year have caused the removal of 
seventy-three persons who would have 
been dependent and who at the aver- 
age cost, would have cost the com- 
munity $7,300 per annum.

The method adopted by the 
Board of Public Works in the matter 
of curb and sidewalk improvement 
has enormously increased the work in 
the field. Sewer taps, for which the 
Engineer formerly received a fee for 
inspection, has increased ten-fold. 
House numbering, which is an entire 
new addition, has added very materi- 
ally to the work to be performed and 
the general work of the office now re- 
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quires closer attention and is of much 
greater volume since the city has 
taken on the new impetus of growth. 
The salaries of about all the officers 
of the city have been increased re- 
cently except the City Engineer, 
which has been reduced. 

The City Engineers of both Evans- 
ville and Fort Wayne receive $2,000.00 
per annum. The Engineering Depart- 
ment has cost much less per annum to 
maintain in the past two years than 
in the ten years preceding.

Mr. Roach further moved that no 
business be transacted at this meeting 
except the election of school trustees 
and action on the ordinance author- 
izing the city to issue bonds in the 
Ohio street matter.

Mayor’s Message 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,

In 1898 whenI first became Mayor of the City of Terre Haute, the tax rate 
was $1.22 on the hundred dollars. It has been reduced each year so that now 
the tax rate is but $1.96 on the hundred dollars, and the City is in a better 
financial condition now than it has been for many years. The bonded indebt- 
edness is being steadily decreased, and the floating indebtedness is entirely 
wiped out. 

The splendid showing could not have been made but for the fact that the 
various boards of the city and the heads of the different departments have co- 
operated with me in every way in giving to the city a business administration, 
and I can now promise that the tax rate will be very materially reduced for 
the year 1903. 
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FINANCES, 


The flancial condition of the City is fully set out in the able report of the 
Comptroller. The report is full and minute and sbows that we now have an 
available cash balance on hand of $28,552.07; that during the year of 1902 the 
bonded indebtedness was decreased $14,000.00, and the floating indebtedness of 
$6,000.00 was paid. During the year of 1902 the sum of $192,343.00 was col- 
lected frox taxation, and there was collected from licenses, sewer taps and 
other miscellaneous collections the sum of $48,310.56, which goes into the gen- 
eral fund of the City. 

DEPARTMENT OF LAW. 


Notwithstanding the great number of damage suits that were pending at 
the time that Mr. Foley became City Attorney, about fifty in number, involving 
over $250,000.00, all but two or three of those suits are disposed оѓ at a cost to 
the City of less than $1,850.00. No extra or assistant attorneys were employed 
in any of said suits. In the Ohio street opening cases, Messrs. McNutt & Me- 
Nutt were employed as special counsel, who, with Mr. Foley, are disposing of 
the suits as quick as possible, and all suits decided up to this time have been 
decided favorable to the city, and I expect to see Ohio street opened during the 
first part of the year 1903. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. . 
—— 

To the members of the Board of Public Works we are largely indebted for 
many savings to the City and for the collection of revenue other than that de- 
rived from taxation. I desire to call your special attention to their report, and 
to their recommendation. 

Under the members' charge we are building the best sewer system in any 
city of the State, and.few cities of the same size in the United States have a 
better system. But the system is not yet complete, and I hope that no back- 
ward step will be taken, and that liberal appropriations be made for that pur- 
pose. The street can not be successfully paved or improved unless there is 
proper drainage facilities. For that reason, not as much street paving was 
done during the year 1902 as might have been done if proper drainaze had 
been provided for that time. But there are now a great many streets that have 
proper drainage, and I hope to see them paved and improved during the year 
1903. I hope that the property owners along Such streets will earnestly co- 
operate with the Board of Public Work in procuring the improvements of such 
streets. 

STREET CLEANING. 


Mr. Harry Stokes, the efficient Superintendent of Streets, has paid purticu- 
lar attention to the cleaning of streets, the streets having been kept cleaner 
ond in better condition than at any time heretofore. 


CEMETERIES. 


Too much can not be said in favor of Philip Peas and the Board of Public 
Works for the manner in which they have beautified and improved the ceme- 
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teries belonging to the City. The cemeteries are more than self-sustaining, 
and the net recelpts are increasing each year, and I hope, within a short time, 
їс see a chain of lakes laid out and the other improvements made in accord- 
ance to the original plans of the landscape engineers, I am exceedingly pleased 
to be able to state that Section Nine in the Highland Lawn Cemetery has been 
laid out in lots as planned by Messrs, Earnshaw and Peunshon, landscape en- 
gineers, and that the soldiers now have a fitting place to bury their dead, and 
further improvemets аге to be made on the lots. 


PARKS. 


Collett Park is kept up to the standard, and lasting and valuable improve- 
ments will be made early in the year 1903. The new Park recently purchased 
by the Common Council should be laid out and beautified at once, 


GARBAGE. 


All of the garbage of the City has been burned at the erematory during the 
year 1902, The servicces o f the crematory have been better during the year 
1902 than at any time before. The efficient superintendent and his assistant 
are competent mechanics and are continually making improvements in the 
plant. 

BOARD OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 


Up until September 1, 1902, the Fire Department was under the charge of 
the Board of Public Works, acting as a Board of Public Safety, and the Police 
Department, up until said date, was under the control of three commissioners 
appointed by the Governor of Indiana. Since the said first day of September, 
both the Fire Department and Police Department are under the control of the 
Board of Public Safety, appointed by the Mayor of the City. 

In the report of the Board of Public Works, acting as the Board 0? Public 
Safety, you will find the expenditures of the Fire Department up until Sep- 
tember ist, and since said date you will find the expenditures and condition of 
both the Fire and Police Departments fully dealt with in the report of the 
Board of Public Safety. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department is in excellent condition except that a new fire alarm 
1epeater is needed, and storage batteries are required, and the recommenda- 
tions of the superintendent of the fire force and the electrician in regard to the 
purchase of such repeater and storage battery should be carried out. And I 
also recommend that a fire house should be built and equipped on the City’s lot 
nt the corner of Nineteenth street and Wabash Avenue, The fire force, as now 
constituted, perform their duty ably, and are well disciplined. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The report of the Superintendent of Police to the Board of Safety, which I 
herewith submit, deals fully with the condition of the police department since 
September 1, 1902.

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CITY JUDGE. 


I desire to call your attention to the report of Honorable Frank S. Rawley, 
City Judge, and you will find from it that instead of the City Court costing 
the tax payers of the city anything, the Court pays a revenue to the city Of 
about $500.00 per year. And that is not all that it saves the city, for prior to 
the creation of the City Court all felonies had to be tried in the Circuit Court. 
апа a person charged with a felony had a right to demand of the Circuit Court 
that an attorney be employed to defend him, and he as paid out of the county 
treasury for his services. In the year 1902 there were over fifty felony cases 
tried by the City Judge, where prior to the creation of said Court they would 
have been tried in the Circuit Court, and not only would attorneys have to be 
employed to defend the persons charged with felony, but in addition thereto a 
great deal of the time of the Circuit Court and Circuit jury would be taken in 
the trial of the causes, so that there was, and is, a great saving by reason of 
the establishment of such Court. 


CITY ENGINEER. 


I desire to call your attention to the Engineering Department and the те- 
port of the City Engineer. The work in his department has been arduous, and 
the engineer has met the many complex questions pertaining to his office with 
ability. The expense of the office under his control has been greatly reduced. 


WATER. 


I am now, as I have always been, in favor of the City owning its own water 
works. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND CHARITIES. 


I can not commend too highly the Board of Public Health and Charities 
for the able manner in which they have handled contagious diseases which are 
row prevalent in our city. 


I refer you to their report for a complete statement of their actions in all 
matters that came before them. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I desire to call your attention to the necessity of the passage of an ordin- 
ance regulating the operation of automobiles in the City of Terre Haute, and 
charging a license fee of the owner s thereof. 

There should also be passed an ordinance licensing the plumbers of the 
city and the appointment of an inspector of plumbing, as I believe this would 
ndd to the sanitary condition of the City. 


CONCLUSION. 


To the various officers and employes of this City are here given my earnest 
thanks for the aid they have rendered me in my work. To all the heads of de- 
partments, particularly, my warm acknowledgments are due, 

To the Common Council, I desire to express to each member of it my sincere

To the Honorable Henry Steeg, Mayor of the City of Terre Haute: 

Drak $18: —1 have the honor to transmit herewith my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1902. 

During the year 1902 the Parke Circuit Court overruled the motion for a 
new trial in the case of the City of Terre Haute vs. Evansville & Terre Haute 
Railroad and Farmers' Loan and Trust Company, and the defendants appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

The Railroad Company brought several suits to prevent the opening of Ohio 
street across the tracks of the Evansville & Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
and citizens of the City have loaned a helping hand to the Railway Company 
by bringing suits against the City, seeking to enjoin the City from selling 
bonds in order to raise the money to pay the judgment of $60,000.00 in favor 
of the Evansville & Terre Haute Railroad Company from crossing their tracks. 
"The Circuit Court, Honorable Jerry West of Crawfordsville, decided all of said 
cases in favor of the City. Mr. John G. Heinl, one of the plaintiffs, who sought 
to enjoin the City from issuing bonds, appealed to the Supreme Court, thereby 
preventing the sale of the bonds. 

In my opinion, the Supreme Court will in a short time decide said case in 
favor of the City, and that Ohio street will be opened during the first half of 
the year 1903. 

Messrs. McNutt & McNutt were employed in all the Ohio street cases, to 
assist me, and they have shown signal ability and diligence in procuring favor- 
able results in all of the Ohio street litigation. 

The City has been fortunate in all her litigation during the year of 1902, the 
City having paid out only $976.05 in damages. 

In order to thoroughly understand the situation, it is necessary to call your 
attention to the number of suits pending against the City when you first be- 
came Mayor of the City, over four years ago. 

At that time there were forty damage suits pending against the City, aggre. 
gating the sum of $200,000. Since that time about ten suits have been filed 
demanding $50,000. АП of the fifty damage suits are disposed of but four, and 
they are not likely to cost the City anything; at an expense, including Court 
costs, of $1,846.15, no extra or special attorneys were employed in any of these 
cases. 

І desire to return my thanks to you for the many courtesies shown, І desire 
to thank the Common Council and all of the officers and employes of the City 
for their hearty co-operation and assistance in all matters pertaining to my

To the Hon. Henry C. Steeg, Mayor of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 


Sir:—We have the honor to submit for your consideration the third 
annual report of the Department of Public Works for the year ending De- 
cember 31st, 1902. 

While briefly enumerating the more important public improvements com- 
pleted and in progress and referring to the operation of the more important 
'divisions of public service, the reports of the superintendents of depart- 
ments submitted herewith, record more fully a description of the work 
accomplished. 

It has been the object of the Board in all cases to be fair, just and im- 
partial in all its transactions and to advance and protect the interests of the 
citizens and tax payers at all times. All decisions which have been arrived 
at by the Board and all orders which have been issued have been arrived at 
and issued only after all matters connected therewith have been thorough- 
ly investigated and when it was plain to the Board that the interests of all 
concerned could not be served as well by acting in any other manner. 


MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


The Board meets in executive session from 9 o'clock a. m. to 5 o'clock p. 
m. on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays 'of each week for the purpose of 
transacting all official business. The remainder of the week is devoted to 


outside work, such as sewers, streets, alleys, lights and all outside improve- 
ments. 


Meeting of the Board of Public Works. 


The Board meets in executive session from 9 o'clock a. m. to 5 o'clock p. m. 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays of each week, for the purpose of trans- 
acting all official business. The remainder of the week is devoted to outside 
work, such as sewers, streets, alleys, lights and all outside improvements. 


STREETS. 


During the year, 1902, no streets have been ordered paved, though several 
have been improved. The paving of a street depends to a very great extent 
upon the sewerage facilities which the owners of property abutting on the 
Street to be paved may have, and for that reason probably, the paving ot some 
Streets in the City has been delayed to some extent. This is particularly true 
in several cases of petitions which we now have on file, for street improvment. 
This lack of sewerage facilities in those cases of which we speak of, have been 
removed by the Board constructing sewers on said streets during the year, 1902, 
"We can now say that street improvement will continue at a more rapid rate 
from now on than has been the case in the last year and several streets in the 
City which are in need of improvement, wil] be ordered improved at an early 
date. 

CHERRY STREET, 


The contract entered into with Erler & Peter on July 27, 1901, for the im- 
provement of Cherry street from Second to Ninth, with creosoted blocks, but 
which was not completed until the summer of 1902, has been fully carried out 
in all respects and the street, which for a while was a drawback to the City 
on account of its unsafe-condition, is now really a credit to the City. The 
Street was inspected by the City Englineer and the Board and accepted on July 
25th. 1902. 


FIRST AVENUE. 


On April 1st, 1902, a petition signed by four property owners on First 
avenue was received, asking that the street be improved from Seventh street 
to Ninth street, by grading and gaveling the roadway and curbing the same 
‘with stone curb. 

A remonstrance against the proposed improvement was filed April 4th, 1902, 
signed by eight property owners. On May 26th, 1902, both the petition and 
remonstrance for said improvement came up before the Board for their con- 
sideration. 

The remonstrance was first taken up by the Board and the prayer of said 
remonstrance was not granted.

Plans and specifications have already been ordered for some of the above 
streets. 

It is of vital importance to our City that some of our most prominent streets 
should be paved. This is particularly true in regard to Lafayette avenue, 
Poplar street, South Fourth street and North Sixth street. These streets are 
leading thoroughfares to the City and traffic over these streets has been greatly 
increased during the last year by reason of the new manufacturing industries 
which have located in our city. These streets if paved, would be of great as- 
sistance to the general public traffic and would add materially in reducing the 
cost of cleaning the paved streets, for the reason that if these streets were 
paved the mud, dirt, etc., which is now carried onto the paved streets from 
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Lafayette avenue and Poplar street, would be left without the city limits, by 
reason of the position of the streets and their established course. 

They are used during all seasons of the year and especially by those living 
in the north and northeast and south und southeast parts of the city, 

Another good reason why all of the above streets should be paved, is that 
they are all provided with good sewerage with the exception of Sixth street at 
a great cost to the city and which is practically useless as far as surface drain- 
аке is conserned in their present condition, 


GRADES OF STREETS. 


During the year 1902, grades were established on the following streets: 

Sixteenth street from Liberty avenue to Locust street, 

Walnut street from Tenth and One-half street to Nineteenth street, 

Maple avenue from Third street to Seventh street, 

Sixth and One-half street and Central avenue from Maple avenue to the 
south line of Maywood Terrace, 

Third street from Ohio street to Hulman street. 

Fourteenth street from Wabash avenue to College avenue, _ 

Thirteenth and One-half street from Wabash avenue to Crawford street: 

Loucust street from Wabash river to Thirteenth street, 

Seventh street from Tippecanoe street to Maple avenue, 

Seventh avenue from Lafayette avenue to Thirteenth street, 

Sixth avenue from Seventh street to Thirteenth street. 

First avenue from Seventh street io Tenth street, 

Petitions were filed asking that grades be established on the following 
Streets: 

Sixteenth street from College avenue to Washington avenue. 

Idaho street from Seventh street to the Lockport road, 

Tenth street from Oak street to Hulman street. 

The prayers of the petitions have been granted and the City Engineer has 
been instructed to submit suitable grades. 

The following petitions were filed with the Board during the year 1992, for 
the opening of the following streets, to-wit: 

Beech street from Lafayette avenue east to Payton & Smith'a addition, 

Fourth avenue from Seventh street to Lafayette avenue. 

The above petitions are now being considered by the Board, 

All paved streets are in good condition, the cost of repairs having been but 
nominal during the past year. 

Unimproved streets have received the same care accorded them in former 
years and are in as good a condition as could be expected of streets of that class, 


STREET CROSSINGS. 


The street crossings have been carefully looked after by the Superintendent 
of Streets and have been kept in good and safe condition. Repairs have been 
made where it has been found necessary to make the same and new crossings 
hav been put in where the old crossings were found to be beyond repair. 

See report of Superintendent of Streets for more detailed information. 
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STREET CLEANING. 


All streets have been kept in a good and clean condition as long as the 
weather would permit. This is particularly true of the paved streets, as they 
have keen cleaned regularly in a very efficient manner. The general condition 
of the stree.s reflect much credit on the efficiency of the Sireet Department and 
is the best evidence of th work and attntion which has been given them. 

We desire to repeat our recommendation of last year in regard to the pass- 
age of an ordinance prohikiting persons from sweeping the dirt, paper and 
waste material from their places of business into the public stree.s, and fur.hir, 
that all persons be required to keep suitable receptacles for depositing such 
dirt, paper and waste material, in the rear of their places of business, 

Such a measure will provide against the streets being covered with dirt, etc., 
after they have been eleaned, and will add materially to the general cleanliness 
of the city. 

We further recommend the passage of an ordinance requiring all persons to 
remove the snow from their sidewalks in front of their residence or place of 
business within a certain time after a snow storm. 

For further information regarding streets, see report of City Engineer and 
superintendent of streets, hereto attached. 


ALLEYS. 


But little was accomplished in making any noteworthy improvement in the 
condition of our alleys, practically no paving was done, due to the objection of 
abutting property owners. As а rule alleys are being considered the dumping 
ground for all rubbish and offal, causing them to become unsightly and under 
circumstances almost impassable. The people do not seem to understand that 
alleys are public thoroughfares and should be kept in a neat and clean condi- 
tion. In the central portion of the city all alleys should be paved as fast as 
circumstances will permit. 

The alleys are in as good a condition and have been looked after as carefully 
during the year by the street department as could have been done under the 
circumstances. 


CLEANING OF ALLEYS. 


We desire here to suggest to the property owners and citizens of the cily that 
they can be of vast assistance to the street department of the city in keeping 
alleys clean and improving the sanitary condition of the city. 

We would therefore recommend the passage of an ordinance prohibiting per- 
sons from throwing ashes, manure and waste material of any kind in the al- 
leys, and further that all persons be required to keep suitable receptacles for 
depositing manure, ashes and waste material in the rear of their lots or places 
of business. 


SIDEWALKS, 
During the year 1902 there was a large amount of sidewalk improvements 


made in the city. The work was done under a 30 or 60 day notice from the 
hoard. Plans and specifications for the sidewalk improvements are prepared 
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in every Instance by the city engineer and placed on file in the office of the 
hoard, for the benefit of the property owners, 

The width of the walks varied from 6 to 7 feet and all improvements were 
ordered to be made of cement concrete and no improvements were ordered ex- 
cept those which petitions had been filed with the board asking for the same. 
The notices issued by the board were served by the superintendent of streets 
in a careful and particular manner. 


All the owners of property along the line of the proposed Improvemen:; Were 
Served with an indivual notice and a majority of the property owners complied 
with the notice from the Board and had the work done. The notices stated 
that if the improvement was not made by the property owners as ordered in 
the notices, the city would take the matter up and make the improvement at 
the property owner's expense: 

The work done under these notices in all cases have been satisfactory, of 
good quality and in strict conformity to the plans and specifications; 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE UNDER NOTICE FROM BOARD. 


The sidewalks were ordered improved on the following streets and no- 
lices were served by the Superintendent of Streets on the property owners: 


Eighth street from Crawford street to Hulman street. 

Mulberry street from Second street to Ninth street. 
Eighth street from Wabash avenue to Vandalia railroad. 

Fifteenth street from Poplar street to Oak street. 
Fourteenth and One-half street from Poplar street to Crawford street. 
The second notice was served on the following streets, all of them not hav- 
ing complied with the previous notice of last year: 

Walnut street from Second street to Ninth street. 

Sixth and One-half street from Swan street to Hulman street, 
Poplar street from First street to Seventeenth street, 

Sycamore street from Fifteenth street to Twentieth street. 

Maple avenue from Seventh street to Twelfth street. 


As is generally the case, all property owners were notified whether they 
Jived in or out of the city. 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE BY PUBLIC CONTRACT. 


During the year 1902 the Board ordered the improvement of the sidewalks 
on Tenth street from Locust street to Sixth avenue. In some cases the prop- 
erty owners failed to comply with the order of the Board. In accordance with 
General Ordinance No. 5, improvement resolutions were adopted providing for 
the improvement, and plans and specifications were prepared by the City En- 
gineer. 

Bids were received for the work and Messrs. Moudy & Coffin were the lowest 
and best bidders. The contract was awarded to them and the work has been 
completed and accepted by the city. 
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MISCELLANEOUS IMPROVEMENTS. 


The sidewalks were improved on the south side of Maple avenue With ce- 
ment concrete from Seventh street to Sixxth street. Also on Sixth and One 
half street from Maple avenue to Linden street. This work was done without 
rotices being served on property owners. 


The Indiana Construction company was notified to r:pair certain defective 
places along the line of improvement on Eleventh street according to its guar- 
anty agreemert. 

The following sidewalk improvements were accepted during the year 1902, 
and which were contracted for during the previous year: 

Fourth street from Locust street to Fourth avenue. 

Fifth street from College avenue to Washington avenue, 

The work has been completed and is satisfactory and of good quality and in 
striet conformity to the plans and specifications. 

Petitions received during the year for sidewalk improvements are as fol- 
lows: 

Ninth street from Crawford street to College avenue. 

This petition was not granted, as it 2sked for only one side of the street to 
he improved. 

Chestnut street from Tenth street to Twenty-first street. Not granted on 
account of remonstrance. "eue 

Nireteenth street from Wabash avenue to Warren street. 

Seventeenth street from Wabash avenue to Liberty avenue. 

These last two petitions are now being cunsidered by the Board. 

The Board also received a petition from the trustees of the Maple Avenue 
M. E. church, to remit cost of concrete corner at Twelfth and Maple avenue. 

Said petition was not granted. 

Close attention has been paid to the condition of all the walks in the city, 
to see that they are kept in good and safe condition. 

Where wulks were found to be in a dangerous condition or unsafe, the prop- 
erty owners were immediately notified to repair the same. The Board would 
urge and recommend that the property owners make improvements when 
ordered to do so by the Board and not force the city to make the improvement 
at their expense. The advertising which must be done according to the pro- 
visions of the Improvement Ordinance always amounts up to a considerable 
expense which must be paid by the property owners. 

See the report of the City Engineer for further information regarding side- 
walk improvements. 

CURBING. 


With but one or two exceptions, stone curbing was ordered put down where 
the sidewalks were ordered improved. All curbing put down was olitic lime- 
stone, four inches wide and twenty-two inches deep. In all cases where the 
property owners complied with the order of the Board to put down concrete 
walks, they also put down stone curbing, and, like the sidewalks, where the 
nnprovements with stone curbing has not been made where ordered by the 
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Board the curb will be put down by the city at the expense of the property 
owners. 

A petition was filed with the Board asking for stone curbing on North 
Eighth street from Wabash avenue to Maple avenue. The petition was granted 
and the improvement ordered. Also a petition was flled with the Board asking 
for stone curbing on Seventh street from Tippecanoe street to Lafayette 
avenue. 

The prayer of the petition was granted and the improvement ordered made. 

In all cases where curbing is ordered, the city furnishes and puts in granite 
corners, 

In addition to the above improvemen:s, the city has put in quite a number 
of granite ccr»:rs throughout the city, to replace old limestone corners that 
were worn out.

A great deal of work has been performed in this department during the 
past year. A number of sewers were built in various portions of the city, giv- 
ing relief to property in their immediate vicinity. The sewerage system of 
the city was materially increased by the construction of said sewers. Said 
sewers having been built vith a view of taking care of the surface drainage 
and toward future extensions. They have been built in those places where 
they were most needed. The work has been done in all cases by responsible 
parties and has been satisfactory in all respects.

WATER MAINS. 


As stated in our last report under the terms of the franchise of the Terre 
Haute Water Works Company the company is entitled to place one water plug 
for every 365 feet of water mains laid, excepting in cases where the coinpany 
has four subscribers fer water for domestic use in each square, in which case 
ihe company is entitled to place one water plug for every 500 feet of mains 
laid. The company is allowed by contract $40.00 per year rental for each plug. 
The appropriation for water purposes for the year 1902 was not sufficient to 
pey for the plugs then in service. In view о? this fact the Board was com- 
pelled to refer all petitions for the extension of water mains to the Terre Haute 
Water Works Company. As under an agreement made by them in 1901, they 
agreed with the Board that they would extend their mains where ordered by 
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the Board so to do, if they could procure water consumers for domestic use, 
to the extent of $50.00 per year in each square; it was further agre2d that the 
company, in such cases, would waive its right to place an additional plag for 
every 365 or 500 feet of mains laid, and it was furiher agreed that the сісу 
should have the right to move plugs from different points in the cily and 
place such plugs along the line of the new etension. The actual cost of mov- 
ing and setting such plugs to be paid by the city. 

In aecordance with this agreement, the water mains Were extended from 
the southeast corner of Tenth street and Eighth avenue, extending east about 
150 feet and then north about 250 feet. On Twelfth and One half street from 
Buckeey street to Linden street. On Fourth street from Osborne stre; t2 Hul- 
man street, and on Maple avenue from Seventh street to Sixth and O.e-half 
street and south on Sixth and One-half street from Maple avenu? to Lindea 
street. r 

Water plugs were ordered moved from points where they were not needed 
in the city and placed along the line of the above extensions, 

The following petitions were filed with the Board, asking for the exteen- 
sion of watr mains, and were referred to the Water Works Company:— 

.On Wabash avenue from Eighteenth street to Twenty-first street, 

On Fifteenth street from College avenue to Franklin avenue, 

On Chase street from Fourteenth street to Sixteenth street, 

On Eighteenth street from Wabash avenue to Ohio street, 

In view of the rapid growth of the city and the many manufacturing indus- 
iries being located here, makes the extension of water mains a serious and 
importart matter to the city. We would therefore recommend that the Coun- 
cil make an additional appropriation to this fund in order that the Board may 
make these extensions wherever needed and especially for fire protection. In 
all cases water plugs have been moved from one location to another only af.er 
a thorough investigation of the matter by both the Board and the Chief of the 
Fire Force. 


PARKS. 


Collett Park is located in the northern part of the city, covering an area of 
24 acres. Its arringement is complete and well kept, affording a beautiful 
place for recreation to the people living in the city, The park is under direct 
charge of Superintendent Mr. Charles E. Snyder, who gives it his e;tlr. time 
and attention, looks after everything and keeps the park clean and in good or- 
der, looking after the welfare and comfort of the people who seek the park 
fcr recration and is always on hand to preserve order and see that all behave 
themselves properly and that no miscoaduct occurs. 


TREES 


Several old, dead trees were removed from the park during the year 1902, 
and were replaced by young trees, and it is the intention of the Board to plant 
trees every year as they have done in the past. 
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FLOWERS. 


The flowers in the park are certainly very beautiful and show the care and 
attention which has been given them by the Superintendent. About 2,000 new 
flowers were planted in the park during the year 1902, The following bids 
were received for furnishing and setting out the flowers, according to plans 
and specifications on file:—

Under 
present conditions, the one who secures the privilege must furnish and erect 
his own stand. It is the intention of the Board to erct a permanent refresh. 
ment pavillion in Collett Park this year, and an appropriation has been made 
by the Council for that purpose. It is the belief of the Board that an improve. 
ment of this kind will be a good investment for the city, and will add greatly 
toward beautifying the park. 


FOUNTAIN. 


A large circular fountain which was placed in the park last year, and 
which was stocked with fish by the Superintendent, afforded a great deal of 
pleasure to the patrons of the park, and especially to the children who visited 
the park during the season. 


MUSIC, 


To the Vandalia-Pennsylvania band is due the thanks of the Board and the 
city, for the excellent concerts furnished the city and the public in gen:ral 
during the hot afternoons and evenings of the summer months. The concerts 
were furnished without any cost whatever to the city, and we have no doubt 
was duly appreciated by those who spent the days and evenings in the park, 
for recreation and pleasure. 


SETTEES. 


The park is badly in need of more seating capacity, as the attendance to 
ihe park during the hot summer months has greatly increased each year, and 
a great many of the old settees are worn out and will have to be replaced by 
new ones,

CEMETERIES. 


Both Highland Lawn and Woodlawn Cemeteries are under the direct charg> 
of the Board and all matters connected with the management of the two have 
Superintendent Mr. Philip Pease, The improvements made in Highland Lawn 

-been carefully and satisfactorily looked after during the past year by the 
Cemetery during the past year were of the most substantial charac er in every 
respect and are as fol:ows:— 

The most important improvement made during the year was the laying out 
of sec*ion 9 in Highlend Lawn Cemetery by Messrs. Earnshaw & Punshon of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, landscape engineers. These are the parties who originally 
laid out Highlard Lawn Cemetery. The driveways and walks around and 
through this section are now being graded by the Superintendent, and when 
completed will make it one of the most beautiful sections in the cemetery. 
This section is located on one of the highest points in the cmetery, and the 
circle in the center ofthis section, which is 100 feet in diameter, has been dedi. 
cated and set aside by the city for the G. A. R. for the erection thereun of a 
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Soldiers’ Monument, also a number of lots around and outside this circle have 


heen dedicated and set aside as a burying ground for them. 


Another Page. 
DRIVEWAYS. 


Considerable work has been done in the improvement of the driveways in 
Highland Lawn Cemetery dming the year 1902, and sevral hundred yards of 
crushed stone was used in making said improvement. These driveways have 
Leen badly in need of improvement for a long time and it is the intention of 
the Board to complete all the driveways located west of the main entrance 
during the year 1903, and it is estimated about 500 cubic yards of crushed 
stone will be used in completing said improvement. 


WATER MAINS, 


The water mains at Highland Lawn Cemetery have been extended where 
reeded during the year 1902. Th extension of water mains will be continued 
from time to time, as the facilities for furnishing water have been greatly in 
creased since the establishment of a pumping station by the Board during the 
year 1901. 

SEWERAGE. 


The sewerage system in Highland Lawn Cemetery was practically rebuilt 
and extended during the year 1902. This was made necessary on account of 
the permanent improvements made in the driveways. 


WASTE, BASKETS. 


Waste baskets have been placed at convenient points in the cemetery dur- 
ing the year 1902, for the collection of dead flowers, papers, etc., and they have 
proved a great benefit, adding greatly to the appearance and cleanliness of the 
cemetery. 

These baskets were made by the Up-To-Date Mfg. Company of this city.

A great deal of credit is due to the Superintendent, Mr, Philip Pease, The 
general condition of the cemeteries is the best evidence of the work and atten- 
tion which has been given them. 


LIGHTS. 


The lighting of the city for the year 1902 was better and more satisfactory 
than during any previous year. The streets were well lit as shown by the 
small number of lights out, being about one-fourth the number of lights out 
for the previous year. The service has grown continually better year after 
year, this result being brought about in a great measure by the Board deduct- 
ing the full contract price for each and every light reported out. 

The total number of arc lights in operation December 31, 1902, was 39215, 
Showing an increase of seven during the past year. Those seven were placed 
at the following points:—- 

At the intersection of Eighth and Ohio street. 

At the intersection of Seventh and Mulberry street, 

At the intersection of Fifteenth and Poplar street, 

At the intersection of Sixth and Ohio street,

These lights were ordered only after petitions had been flled with the Board

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


The collection of the garbage in the city has been conducted very satisfac- 
torily and with better results during the year 1902 than in any previous year. 
We cannot speak too highly for the men who now have the contract for the 
collection of said garbage, Mr. Henry Rykhoff and Mr. David Stump. They 
have collected the garbage in their districts in a very satisfactory manner. 


GARBAGE WAGONS. 


The garbage wagons are owned by the city. There was but very little re- 
pair work done on these wagons during the year 1902, as they were thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired during the previous year, when each Wagon was 
equipped with a No. 12 sheet steel drain. 

This improvement has given great satisfaction and has saved many dollars 
in eost of repairs to the furnace, as the water which used to be dumped in on 
the hot castings together with the garbage, which had a tendency to crack 
eaid castings, is now drained from the garbage before said garbage is dumped 
into the furnace. 

These wagons have been in constant service for several years and in all 
probability will need a general overhauling the coming year. 
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DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


All garbage in the city collected by the city contractors is hauled by them 
tu the City Crematory where it is burned. The Crematory is under the direct 
charge of Mr. John Doyle, Superintendent, and his able assistant, Mr, John 
Kiely. Both Mr. Doyle and Mr. Kiely are practical furnace men and since their 
appointment have demonstrated their entire ability to thoroughly handle and 
manage the furnace in every way, including repairs and improvements. 


FERTILIZER, 


The fertilizer from the creamatory is the material which is left in the fur- 
пасе after the garbage has been practically consumed. It is then taken from 
the furnace and piled up at the side of the building where it is held for sale. 
Tts merits as a fertilizer are just beginning to b recognized by farmers, gar- 
deners and fruit growers and is sold at the rate of from 50 cents to $1.00 per 
lead, according to the number and size of loads purchased. 

A total of 15 loads were sold during the year 1902, for the sum of $11.00. 


CREMATORY BUILDING. 


The Creamatory Building is in good condition and needed no repairs dur- 
ing the year 1902, as it was thoroughly overhauled and a new slate roof put on 
the previous year. 

CITY DUMP. 


This dumping ground is located on the west side of the river and south of 
the Macksville grade and is used by the city, only subject to certain conditions 
imposed by the Circuit Court.

DEAD ANIMALS. 


Mr. Harrison Smith now looks after ihe collection of the dead anima!s and 
the same is done as has been the case since October, 1899, without any cost or 
expense to the city.

CITY HALL. 


The City Hall Building is badly in need of repairs. The exterior of the 
building needs painting, especially the woodwork. The tinwork on the roof is 
practically worn out and should be made new. No repairs whatever have been 
made during the year 1902. We would therefore recommend the passage of an 
ordinance appropriating a suitable amount to place this building in good re- 
pair.

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CITY SCALES. 


The City Seales are located on the city hall ground at Fourth and Walnut 
streets. They are owned and operated by the city. They are correct and kept 
in good repair. It is generally provided in all contracts entered into by the 
city for furnishing material for the use of the city, such as coal, feed, ete., that 
the weighing shall be done on the City Scales free of charge. This provision 
is strictly adhered to. 

The receipts from the scales for the year 1902 were $7.60.

FRANCHISES. 


No applications for new franchises were received by the Board during the 
past year, although one petition was received, asking for the extension of one 
year in the franchise of the Citizens’ Pipe Line Service Company. Said peti- 
tion was granted. 

As stated in all our previous reports regarding franchises, the Boar.l’s po- 
sition remains the same, that franchises are valuable and should be paid for 
by those desiring to acquire them, and should not be given away indiscrimin- 
ately by those having them in charge. Franchises are public property, belong- 
ing to the citizens and taxpayers of the city, and are held in trust by those 
elected cr appointed to manage and govern city affairs, and should be protected 
and cared for as sacredly as all other matters which form a part of municipal 
governme: t. 

It will continue to be the policy of this Board to guard the city's interests 
in this matter and to only grant special rights and privileges upon the pay- 
ment to the city of a reasonable and suitable compensation for the same, un- 
less the citizens and taxpayers by direct expression establish the fact that it is 
satisfactory to them to have their officials grant said rights and privileges free.

Report of City Civil Engineer. 


To the Board of Public Works: ie 2i 

Gentlemer:—I herewith submit for your consideration a report of the tran- 
sactions апа co: ditions pertaining to the Engineering Department of the city 
for the year ending December 31, 1902. 


STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


Many of the s reets have been improved in' the past year, especially in the 
way of sidewa ks and curb and this imprivement is becoming quite noticeable 
in the better apreararce which it has caused the streets to assume. There are 
still nany which should be given immediate attention. South Third street and 
Eagle street from Second to Ninth should both be improved with stone curb 
and cement walks, as they are now very unsightly, dangerous, and illfitted 
for the purpose for which they are intended. No new work has been done in 
the way of improving the roadway of any of the streets except the finishing of 
the Cherry street improvement and the maintenance of all improved streets. 
In the coming season we are assured that about one and one-half miles of un- 
improved streets in the suburban districts will be brought up to the standard 
of well improved as they are beyond the period of doubt, the contracts being 
already let and the bonds approved, and there are promising symptoms for the 
improvement of several more. There is one street in this city which it was 
thought at the time part of it was improved would be finished in a very short 
time and give to the city a fine pleasure driveway; this is North Seventh 
Street. As it is now from Eighth avenye to Collett Park it is totally unfit for 


ату kind of pleasure driving, and for the major part of the year it borders on 
to being impassable, resembling in a great measure a neglected country road. 
On account of the position of the park and the general characteristics of streets 
leading to it Seventh street is the natural avenue of passage to and from the 
park, and would become a very popular thoroughfare if it was properly im- 
proved by extending the sewerage to properly drain the same and then pave 
with suitable material. Many cities now have an extensive system of boule- 
vards which they are constantly extending at considerable expense, and the 
reports which I have seen indicate that they are giving universa] satisfaction 
in the way of pleasure to driving and wheeling“ devotees and benefit io sur- 
rounding property. With the new growth which our city has taken on no 
great time should intervene until Maple avenue should be improved to some 
through street lyirg east (Fourteenth for instance), and that street improved 
to the down town distrist (Ohio street when opened), thus forming a loop of 
fine, well paved avenues. The, prevailing opinion of al] who have been in any 
way connected with Lafayette avenue is that it should be immediately paved 
and I have no doubt this coming year will witness the work performed, as 
along the north part access to property is almost denied on account of the con- 
dition of the street. Poplar street while not in quite as bad condition. is however, 
among those which receive your immediate attention, being in the nature of 
a business street and forming a centralized connection to the country high- 
ways of the southeast section tributary to the city. The time is also at hand 
when several of the interior residence streets should be permanently improved 
and beautified with suitable material and modern methods. Paving of alleys 
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has been also suspended too long, not cn account of neglect but because the 1 
property owners are adverse to bear the expense, as they deem they receive | 
very little benefit from such improvement. This assumption is possibly correct in 
a measure, but when considered in the light. of sanitation I think the prepon- | 
derance is in favor of paved alleys. The expense is not very great and the sav- 
ing which would result to the city in compelling the property owners to take 
care of the refuse matter which is now in many instances deposited in the 
alleys and allowed to remain there to the detriment of the public until the city 
removes the same. The proper material to be used in surfacing our streets 
can possibly never be defininely settled satisfactory to all concerned, but I be- 
lieve of the list which is offered to select from today, brick would be prefer- 
able for business and creosoted wood blocks for residence streets, and if wood 
blocks should develop the qualities claimed by its advocates it would be the 
most satisfactory and humane for all streets. The cost of maintenance still 
shows a glaring difference between brick and asphalt, being $76.60 for brick 
against $994.00 for asphalt for the year past. With the close of the year prac- 
tically all improved streets were in good repair. 


CUTS AND OPENINGS.

There were sixty-six cuts made in paved streets which were repaired out of | 
money depostied, for $321.88. This shows a slight increase over the year pre- 
vious, there being fifty-nine cuts for that year. This harmful practice can 
never be entirely obviated, but the matter as now controlled causes about as 
little trouble and damage as is possible to devise. 


SIDEWALKS, 


As before stated, the improvement of the streets by paving the sidewalks 
with cement concrete has been continued throughout the year, giving employ- 
ment to all the labor experienced in that class of work which was available. 
It is certainly quite gratifying to notice the old condition of our sidewalks dis- 
appear, and the general thrift and tidiness which such improvement imparts 
to the street and abutting property. The following streets were so improved, 
which aggregate with outside scattering work about 200,000 square feet. 

Eighth street from Crawford street to Hulman street. 

Eighth street from Wabash avenue to Vandalia Ry. 


Fourteenth and One-half street from Poplar street to Crawford street. 
Sycamore street from Thirteenth street to Fourteenth street. 

Mulberry street from Second street to Ninth street. 
Fifteenth street from Poplar street to Oak street. 


CURBING. 


Curbing of old macadam streets with oolitic limestone was continued 
through the year and gives the interior portion of the city a much better ap- 

' pearance as the result of this much needed improvement. Curbing also facili- 
tates drainage and curtails the expense of street cleaning. A,combined cement 
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concrete curb and gutter is probably the best article offered today in the curb 
line for reside. ce streets if properly constructed. 

The following streets were curbed during the past year, which, with some 
miscellareous work done on private account aggregates about Seven and one- 


half miles: 
Eighth street from Crawford street to Hulman street, 


Eighth street from Cherry street to Maple avenue, 

Fourteenth ard One-half street from Poplar street to Crawford street. 
Sycamore s:rce: from Thirteenth street to Faurteenth street. 

Mulberry sireet from Second street to Ninth street, 

Fifteenth st:cct from Poplar street to Oak street. 


GRADES. 


This important part of the work performed by this department has not been 
neglected and everything which has been done in the matter of establishing 
grades has been of a complete nature and every matter of doubt has been re- 
moved, so there can be no mistake in the future as to what might be the inten- 
tion. All grades are now written in full and recorded in the records kept by 
you, and a complete drawing in profile form is on file in this office, Grades of 
the following streets were established in the past year: 

Sixth avenue from Seventh street to Thirteenth street. 

Seventh avenue from Lafayette avenue to Thirteenth street. 

First avenue from Seventh street to Tenth street. 

Seventh street from Tippecanoe street to Maple avenue. 

Walnut street from Tenth and One-half street to Nineteenth street, 

Sixteenth street from Liberty avenue to Locust street. 

Maple avenue from Third street to Seventh street, 

Sixth and One-half and Central avenue from Maple avenue tc the South 
line of Maywood Terrace. 

Third street from Ohio street to Hulman street, 

Fourteenth street from Wabash avenue to College avenue, 

Thirteenth and One-half street from Wabash avenue to Crawford street, 

Locust street from Wabash river to Thirteenth street. 


SEWERS. 


'The construction of sewers has received its share of attention and the sys- 
tem of drainage was very materially extended during the past year, still adher-. 
ing as in the past to construct nothing except permanent lines of proper size 
and depth to harmonize with the general system adopted. I am still of the ч 
opinion that the thickly populated districts should receive the most attentiou 
and the suburban districts should receive sewerage only when necessary for 
surface drainage to permit street improvement, Taps were made to the num- 
ber of 129, a gain of nine over the previous year. Below will be found a de- 
tailed statement of sewers constructed in the past year, which shows the aver- 
age cost per foot to be $1.15 against $1.27 for the previous year.

Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 1, 1903. 
To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of Terre Haute, Indiana: 

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 31, 
1902: 

The cemeteries of the city in my charge, both Highland Lawn and Woodlawn 
are in first class condition. They are in better condition than they ever have 
been since my connection with the cemeteries. This is due very largely to the 
permanent and much needed improvement made in the driveways and sewerage 
system during the year 1902. The improvements made were as follows: 

Most of the driveways west of the main entrance were resurfaced with 
crushed stone, which makes them solid and free from dust. The sewerage 
system was practically rebuilt and extended. This was made necessary by the 
permanent improvement of the driveways. Another important improvement 
made was the laying out of section nine in Highland Lawn by Messrs. Earn- 
shaw and Punshon, landscape engineers of Cincinnati, Ohio, and when the 
driveways and walks around and through this section are completed it will 
make it one of the most desirable sections in the cemetery.

Having visited many of the police 
departments in other cities, it has been a source of gratification to me to hear 
the many words of praise and commendation spoken for ours, It will be my 
aim to keep the Department as perfect in every detail as I can make it, with 
discipline and strict attention to my duties. I shall also try to keep the expeens 
of maintaining the Department at so low a figure that it will meet the appro 
bation of your honorable body and the citizens of Terre Haute in general. 

The duties of a police offifficer are of such a nature as to demand intelligence 
of a high order. Circumstances continually arise that cannot be anticipated, 
calling for quick discernment of duty and the exercise of discretion and pru- 
derce. The merit that attaches to police duty is more slowly recognized than 
are errors of*judgment which are generally held as inexcusable. 

A police officer is brought in closer touch with the liberty of the citizen and 
the protection of his property than is any other pubile servant. His constant 
care must be not to permit the vengeful spirit of a complainant to inveigle him 
into a controversy which is purely personal and does not result in any breach 
of the peace or violation of law. He must recognize the equality of all men be 
fore the law and be no respector of persons. He must know that a respectful 
request will generally accomplish more in carrying out his order than an exhi- 
pition of force. 

The Police Department is greatly indebted to Police Judge Rawley for his 
valuable assistance in aiding the Department in disposing of criminal cases. 
We are also thankful to Prosecuting Attornies Beal and Wallace and Deputy 
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Prosecutor Tabor for giving the Department their time and attention in the 
prosecution of criminals in which they have been very successful. 

I desire to thank each and every member of the Police Department for their 
faithful support and prompt attention to duty in carrying out all orders and 
suggestions since taking charge of this Department. And I am glad to вау 
that the Police Department is in perfect harmony and everybody working and 
doing his best for the success of the Department in general, and always having 
in mind the protection of the city and the property of its citizzens.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Gentlemen:—1 would recommend that there be one new combination hose 
and chemical wagon be purchased to take the place of the old reel at the 
Four's house, and that all of the hose wagons be repainted, as they are in 
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very good repair outside of paint and a few minor repairs, and I think it would 
be advisable to have the same done at once. 

I would also recommend the purchase of one hook and ladder wagon ànd 
two new steam fire engines. The hook and ladder wagon to be placed in the No. 
Two's house at the corner of Fourth and Farrington streets, as that would 
take all of the long runs off of the Aerial Truck and give that part of the city 
better fire protection and would keep in reserve the Aerial Truck for the busi- 
ness part of the city. And to place the two Engines in the business part of 
the city, as in case of a large fire we are not prepared to handle it with the 
Engines now in use. I would call your attention to the recommendations I 
made in my last report. I would recommend that there be a hose tower built 
in each house. By so doing I think that you could get better results from the 
асзе in service, as each company having two changes of hose, say 1,600 feet, 
would not have to leave their respective houses to change hose and would 
give the property owners in that locality better fire protection, and the com- 
panies could be held responsible for the proper care of the hose in their 
charge. I have had a tower built in the No. Six's Engine house at a very small 
cost to the city, and it has given the best of satisfaction. I would respectfully 
call your attention to the unsafe condition of our repeater, which has been 
in a bad condition for some time and is not able to do the work that it is re- 
Guired to do, as it is overloaded and weak in some parts, and has caused the 
Department trouble in answering alarms correctly. I would recommend the 
purchase of an eight circuit repeater to take the place of the one now in use. 
And Т would also recommend that a storage battery be installed to teke the 
piace of the present system, as it would be the cause of saving a vast amount 
of money for the city. As the cost of keeping up the present system is very 
expensive, and the only expense of a storage battery is putting it in and about 
$60.00 or $70.00 per year, the supposed cost of a new repeater and storage bat- 
tery and changes that would have to be made in the different circuits, and 
material and labor te do the work, would be about $3,750.00. 

In closeing my report I wish to express my sincere appreciation to your 
Honorable Board for the courtesies extended and the earnest manner in which 
you have at all times assisted me in the discharge of my duties. I also wish 
to express my gratitude to His Honor, the Mayor, and all departments of the 
City Government with whom I have had official dealings, for the courtesies 
extended.

REPORT OF THE CITY ELECTRICIAN. 


In the last year I have made the following changes: I have shortened the 
system up by taking down two miles of wire, and taken down abcut eighty-five 
contacts from electric light poles and placed them on telephone poles. I have 
:aken down the line that run behind the electric light plant and run it in the 
ailey behind the Hulman building from Sycamore street to Fire Headquar- 
ters. Have also taken down the wire in the alley between Seventh and Eighth 
streets and placed them in the alley between Eighth and Ninth streets from 
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Oak to College streets. Changed the fire alarm box (No. 64) from the north- 
west corner to the southwest corner of First street and Wabash Avenue to 
2lear the line from the electric light wires, for in the past they have caused 
us a great deal of trouble. Taken down the wire from the alley between First 
and Second streets from Wabash Avenue to Walnut street, and placed them 
on First street. Transferred the wire on Spruce street to Third Avenue, so it 
wonld be on telephone poles. Also transferred the wire from small poles on 
Washington Avenue from Sixth to Seventh streets, and placed them on tele- 
phone poles, Taken the wire from electric light poles on Willow street, be- 
tween First and Third streets, and put them on telephone poles. I have put 
in one new fire alarm box (No. 66) on the corner of Tenth and Crawford 
streets. Changed box No. 45 from the front of the Car Works plant and 
placed it in the center of works by request cf the management of the Car 
Works. Have taken down about forty old poles that were of no use, and 
changed about thirty poles to different places in City. We have had a great 
deal of trouble with the electric light wire, which was the cause of burning 
out several of our boxes and gong, so I have taken our line away as much as 
possible and placed them on telephone poles. Our repeater has caused us & 
great deal of trouble, and I would recommend that the Board would take some 
action as soon as possible on the Chief's recommendation on Fire Alarm. 

Thanking his Honor, the Mayor, and the Board of Public Safety for the 
courtesies and favors shown me in my line of business; also the Chief and his 
Assistant Chief, and the members of the Fire Department for their every day 
assistance.

An Ordinance amending Sections 1 and 2 of an Ordinance adopted: May 11, 1886, 
as amended on August 2, 1892, and as amended on September 6, 1892, en- 
titled "An Ordinance Describing the Fire Limits of the City of Terre 
Haute."

south: of Wabash awenue, thence east along the center line of said alley to 
Fourteenth street, thence north along the center line of Fourteenth street to 
the first alley north of Wabash avenue in a westerly direction along the 
center line of said alley to the center 1 E Tenth street, thence north to the 
venter line of Chestnut street, thence west ‘along the center line of Chestnut 
street to the center line of Water street, thence south along the center line of 
Water street to the place of beginning. 

Section Two—No building or structure of any kind or description shall be 
erected or constructed within the fire limits above described, unless the outside 
or party walls thereof shall be composed of brick or stone, provided, however, 
that upon written consent of the Board of Public Works of the City of Terre 
Haute, persons may build privies and fuel sheds not exceeding 12 feet in height 
at peak or highest point thereof of wood, if not placed or located within 180 
feet of the center line of Wabash avenue. 

Section Three—Whereas an emergency exists for the immediate taking effect 
of this Ordinance, the same shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and approval according to law; provided, however, that all rights and 
limitations existing under former ordinances shall remain in full force and 
effect until after this Ordinance shall become effective, and all rights of prose- 
cutions that may have existed heretofore shall not be taken away by any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 32. 


An Ordinance prohibiting the construction or use of gates that swing outward 
upon the street or sidewalk and providing a penalty therefor.

Haute and State of Indiana, that it shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons, owning or controlling property within the corporate limits of the City of 
Terre Haute to hang, hinge, construct, erect or maintain any gate or gates that 
open, or swing out, upon any street or sidewalk within the limits of the City 
of Terre Haute. 

Section Two—Any person or persons violating the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not exceeding ten dol- 
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lars ($10.00) for each and every offense, and each day that such person or per- 
sons shall use or maintain such gate, shall be a separate and distinct offense. 

Section Three— Whereas an emergency exists for the immediate taking 
effect of this Ordinance, the same shall be in full force and effect after its pas- 
sage, approval, publication according іо law.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. —. 


An Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance for restoring vagrant, truant or tramping 
boys to their homes,” designating the officers to enforce same, defining the 
penalty, and declaring an emergency. 

Be it enacted by the City Council of Terre Haute, Indiana: 

Section One—That it shall be the duty of the chief of police, under the di- 
rection of the Mayor and the approval of the City Council, to apprehend all 
tramping or vagrant boys or girls wandering about railroad depots, round- 
houses, freight or passenger cars, theaters, or other places where they have no 
business, either day or night, excepting when accompanied by parents, to cause 
the arrest of said boys and incarcerate them apart from old criminals, pending 
correspondence with their parents, and take the steps necessary to restore them 
io their homes. If said youths reside in the city, town or village where ar- 
rested, they shall be first taken home, to learn the wishes of their parents, and 
not be incarcerated unless their parents refuse to be held responsible for them. 
If youths are homeless and show criminal tendencies and a vicious nature, the 
judge may send them to the reform school, under the provisions of the law 
already in force for such cases made and provided. 

Section Two—That it shall be the further duty of the chief of police imme- 
diately upon the arrest of said youths, to locate their home, and if found to be 
homeless and thriftless, then it shall be the duty of the chief of police, with 
the approval of the Mayor, to place them in the state reform school until they 
are of age and improved morally and socially to justify their removal to a home 
on a farm or to secure for them a position in some branch of mechanical in. 
dustry. 

Section Three—That if such boy or girl arrested, as herein provided, have 
any prospective inheritances, then the Mayor of the city, or other proper court 
officials from which they are sentenced, shall report their case to the public 
guardian, who shall take the steps necessary to recover the same and hold it 
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for such minor person during their incarceration, or until they arrive at their 
majority, when the proper court will direct a settlement of such inheritance 
according to law, when the further responsibility of said city official and public 
guardian shall cease. = 

Section Four—It shal! be the duty of the jailor to incarcerate said youths 
separate from and without the hearing of oid and hardened criminals. 

Section Five—This Ordinance to take effect from and after its passage and 
approval by the Mayor. 

The Ordinance being ready for engrossment, Mr. Roach moved that the 
Committee’s report on this Ordinance be accepted. The motion carried by a 
viva voce vote of the Council.

An ordinance to license and regulate 
Automobiles and Motor-cycles in the 
City of Terre Haute. 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Terre Haute, Indi- 
ana, that it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to use or ride any 
automobile or motor-cycle on the 
Streets or alleys of the City of Terre 
Haute without having a license from 
said City so to do. 


SECTION TWO. 


Any person or persons included in 
the provisions of this ordinance, desir- 
ing to use the streets or alleys of said 
City shall pay or cause to be paid to 
the City Treasurer for each automobile 
or motor-cycie a license fee of $3.00 
and take the said Treasurer's receipt 
therefor and upon presentation of said 
receipt to the City Clerk said Clerk 
shall issue a license to the owner of 
said vehicle for one year. 


SECTION THREE. 


There shall be placed and kept con- 
spicuously in view on every such auto- 
mobile and motor-cycle the registered 
number of such vehicle so that the 
same can be easily read from the side- 
walk? Such number shall be in plain, 
distinct and legible figures, each plate 
to be not less than three inches in 
width and to be placed on the rear of , 
each of such vehicles. The City Clerk 
shall provide plates as herein indicat- 
ed and issue them with each license 
wiizo:t charge other than the license 
fee, provided, however, that each li- 
cense shall expire on the first day of 
May of each year. Provided, further, 
that persons who take out licenses un- 
der this ordinance after May lst of 
each year shall pay pro rata for the 
balance of the year ending May 1st 
thereifter, provided, further, that 
every license issued after February 1st 
of each year there shall be a license 
fee charged equal to one-fourth of the 
annual license fee charged in this оге 
dinance. 


SECTION FOUR. 

That it shall be unlawful, for any 
person or persons using or riding any 
automobile or motor-cycle, to ride or 
propel the same at a greater rate of 
speed than-eight miles per hour over 
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and along Wabash avenue in said City 
or over and along any street paved 
with brick, asphalt or creocoted block 
within three blocks of said Wabash 
avenue and on all other streets in said 
City of Terre Haute at a greater rate 
of speed than ten miles per hour, pro- 
vided, however, that in turning in 
from one street to another, such auto- 
mobile or motor-cycle shall not be run 
or propelled at a greater rate of speed 
than six miles per hour. 


SECTION FIVE. 


That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to use, ride or pro- 
pel any automobile over the streets or 
alleys of the City of Terre Haute 
within one-half hour after sunset of 
each day and before one half hour be 
fore sunrise of the next day without 
having two lighted lamps, one on 
either side of such automobile, and 
said lamps shall show the white light 
in front and the red light in the rear 
and such lights to be placed so that 
they may be seen readily from both 
the front and rear of such automobile. 


SECTION SIX. 


That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to use, ride or pro- 
pel any motor-cycle over and upon the 
streets of the City of Terre Haute be- 
tween the time within one-half hour 
after sunset and one-half hour before 
sunrise without having a lighted lamp 
placed on said motorcycle in a con- 
épicvous place, 


SECTION SEVEN. 


That it shall be unlawful to use, ride 
or propel any automobile or motor- 
cycle over and along tke streets or al- 
leys of the said City of Terre Haute 
without having either a bell or horn, 
such as are ordinarily used on auto-

GENERAL ORDINANCE No, —— 

An ordinance regulating and govern- 
ing the plumbing in the City of 
Terre Haute, and providing for the 
appointment of a Plumbing Inspect- 
or and a Board of Examiners in the 
City of Terre Haute and providing 
a penalty. 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Terre Haute, that 


immediately after the taking effect of 
this ordinance, the Mayor of said City 
of Terre Haute shall appoint a Plumb- 
ing Inspector, who shall hold his office 
for a term of four (4) years and until 
his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied and who shall be a practical 
plumber, з 


SECTION TWO. 
om 
The Board of Examiners of plumb- 
ers shall consist of one master plumb- 
er, one journeyman plumber, the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Health and the 
City Engineer of the City of Terre 
Haute. The Mayor of said City shall 
appoint said Board immediately after 
the taking effect of this ordinance and 
the said Master Plumber and Journey- 
man Plumber shall hold their said of- 
fices for a term of four (4) years and 
until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. 


SECTION THREE. 


It shall be unlawful to do or cause 
to be done, any plumbing in the City 
of Terre Haute, except in accordance 
to the following rules and regulations 
and in the following manner, namely: 

1. House drains within and to a dis- 
tance of three feet outside the ex- 
terior wall of a building shall be of 
extra heavy cast iron pipe not less 
than four inches in diameter laid in 
trenches of floor grade, and where 
above ground shall be suspended to 
floor by strong iron hangers or fast- 
ened to wall by strong iron hooks. 
They shall have a fall of not less than 
one foot in fifty feet toward outlet. 
All changes in line of pipe shall be 
made with regular fittings, and con- 
necting with horizontal pipes which 
shall be made with Y and sanitary T's. 

2. All soil pipes in building must 
be extra heavy cast iron extending at 
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least two feet above roof, the joints 
packed with picked aokum or hemp, 
be run with molten lead, thoroughly 
caulked and made tight. 

3. All vent pipes must extend at 
least two feet above roof or may in 
case of no independent vent pipe, con- 
nect into soil pipe at not less than five 
feet above highest fixture, and in no 
case shall any vent pipe terminate in 
Or be led through a chimney flue, but

4. Connection of lead to iron pipes 
shall be made by brass or combination 
ferrules caulked to the iron pipes and 
wiped to the lead pipe. 

5. All traps or bends, when placed 
between ceiling and floor, must be 
made of not less than six (6) pound 
lead per square foot for five (5) inches, 
not less than five (5) pound lead per 
square foot for small size.

Spector or his assistant to make proper 
and thorough inspection of same by 
the plumber filling said pipes with

23. All waste pipes and other pipes 
passing through lead safes must be of 
lead and wiped into the safe.

same as in new buildings, and minor 
repairs shall be construed as meaning 
repairs of leaks in pipes, traps or 
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cocks, opening up waste and supply 
pipes, traps and drains, and .repairing 
broken fixtures and frozen pipes. 

31. A lead drum trap to be placed 
for each bath tub, four inches in diam- 
eter with trap screw. 

32. Sink waste should be connected 
into soil-pipe as directly as possible. 
33. All soil or waste pipes under 
buildings shall be cast iron or lead. 
Section 4. Every person desiring to 
follow the occupation of plumber, 
either as master or journeyman shall 
be required to pass an examination as 
to his ability, before the examining 
board, heretofore mentioned, and he 
shall file his application for examina- 
tion with the City Engineer of said 
city and at such time deposit with said 
Engineer the sum of $5.00.

cordance to the rules hereinbefore 
mentioned and the third test or inspe^- 
tion after the completion of the work, 
when the water has been turned on 
and the traps filled the plumber must 
make a peppermint test in the pres- 
ence of said inspector and under his 
direction. The said inspector for his 
compensation shall be paid by the per- 
Son employing the plumber, at the rate 
of $1.00 for each sink, closet, bath tub, 
lavatory, urinal or laundry trays in- 
Spected. 

Section 6. All plumbing work in thes 
city that is now in a sanitary condi- 
tion wil not be disturbed by the oper- 
ation of this ordinance. 

Section 7. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation who violates any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
fined in any sum not less than $5.05 
nor more than $100.00.

RESOLUTIONS. 
'Terre Haute, Ind., June 2, 1903. 

To the Mayor and Common Council: 

Gentlemen:— Whereas small- pox 
has been an epidemic in the City for 
the past two or three years of a type 
so mild that but one death has oc- 
curred among several hundred cases, 
notwithstanding diligent effort to sup- 
press the disease by quarantine, neces- 
sitating the expenditure of thousands 
of dollars, there has on the whole been 
no perceptible decrease in the number 
of cases, and 

Whereas, as vaccination affords the 
only known means of preventing or 
modifying the contagion, and 

Whereas, under the present law. 
compulsory vaccination can not be 
practiced, therefore be it 

Resolved, That no more money be 
appropriated by this Council for the 
present method of quarantine, care of 
eases and families in which they occur 
at their homes, that the same aid 
should be given as those quarantined 
with measles, scarlet fever and dip-

pay their own physician and nurses 
and that the same practice should ap- 
ply to those afflicted with small-pox, 
provided however that the one having 
the disease is willing to go to the de- 
tention hospital, then in such case the 
City provides for the care of such per- 
son at the hospital and pay a physi- 
cian a reasonable fee for necessary 
visits; that very few cases in the 
present epidemic require the services 
of a physician.

Contract between Board of Public 
Works of the City of Terre Haute and 
the Citiens Mutual Heating Company, 
granting the right of way over, along 
and upon the streets, alleys and public 
grounds of said City for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of a 
plant for the manufacture and distri- 
bution of steam or water, or both, for 
heating and power purposes. 

This Agreement, made this 7th day 
of July, A. D. 1903, by and between the 
Board of Public Works of the City of 
Terre Haute, hereinafter called the 
Board, and the Citizens Mutual Heat- 
ing Company, a corporation of the City 
of Terre Haute, hereinafter called 
Heating Company, witnesseth: 


ARTICLE I. 


Consent, permission and authority is 
hereby given and granted unto and 
vested in the Heating Company, its 
successors and assigns for a period cf 
thirty (30) years from and after the 
date hereof, to construct, lay, maintain 
and operate in, along, upon, over, 
across and through all the alleys in 
said City; and in, along, upon and 
across all streets and other public 
places necessary for the distribution of 
steam or water, or both, for heating or 
power purposes; all the pipes, mains, 
branches, cut-offs and man-holes need- 
ful for the successful operation of a 
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steam or hot water heating and power 
plant, provided, however, such pipes 
and mains shall in no case be laid 
longitudinaly in, along or upon any 
street paved with brick, asphalt oc 
wood, or any like pavements; and pro- 
vided further, whenever it shall be 
necessary to lay any such pipes and 
mains across any such paved streets 
the same shall, if practicable, be laid 
by tunneling under such pavements at 
a sufficient depth to leave such pave- 
ments undisturbed. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Heating Company shall hold the 
City of Terre Haute free and harmless 
from liability for injury to any person 
or persons, or to the property thereof. 
or to the property of any company or 
corporation, which may result from 
any act of the Heating Company. 

Before this contract shall be effective 
for any purpose, the Heating Company 
shall execute a bond to the City of 
Terre Haute in the sum of $10,000, 
with surety to the approval of the 
Board, conditioned that the Heating 
Company shall and will hold the City 
of Terre Haute free and harmless from 
liability for any injury, Such bond 
Shall also provide that said Company 
will well and truly perform all of tho 
conditions imposed upon said Company 
by this contract and that it will, at 
its own expense, restore the streets 
and alleys to as good a condition as 
they were in before they were dis- 
turbed by said Company. 

At any time the City of Terre Haute 
feels that the bond executed is not suf- 
ficient, or if any part thereof is ex- 
hausted, then in that event said City 
may, upon giving the said Company 
ten days’ notice, require it to furnish

a new bond in the said sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. Upoa 
failure to do so, the rights of the Conr 
pany hereunder may, at the option of 
the City, be forfeited. 


ARTICLE III. 

The rights or privileges herein grant- 
ed are subject at all times to such sani- 
tary and police regulations as the duly 
constituted authorities of such City 
may deem just and proper in the pres- 
ent construction of such plant, or in 
the future operation thereof. 


ARTICLE IV. 

The Heating Company shall be en- 
titled to charge the persons to whom 
it furnishes heat under this contract 
a maximum of seventeen (17) cents 
for each square foot of radiation fur- 
nished by it and heated by hot water, 
and thirty (30) cents per square foot 
of radiation furnished by it, heated by 
Steam, such charge to be made to all 
patrons who consume such heat, upon 
a flat or contract rate; but the saii 
Company may furnish such heat to its 
consumers by meter measurement, in 
which event the rate charged by it 
for steam shall not exceed fifty (50) 
cents for each thousand pounds of dis- 
tilled water condensed by the consum- 
er, and in the event that any practical 
mode of measuring heat furnished оу 
hot ater is discovered, then it may 
charge its consumers for hot water 
heat furnished by it by meter measure- 
ment, but such charges for hot water 
heat by meter shall not exceed seven- 
teen-thirtieths (17-30) of the charge 
herein fixed for steam heat by meter 
(per foot of radiation furnished). Pro- 
vided, however, that if at any time in 
the future the average market price 
of run of mine and steam lump coal, or 
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the average wages of labor of the class 
necessary to the operation of the Heat- 
ing Company's plant shall be material- 
ly increased, or if other conditions af- 
fecting the cost or expense of opera- 
tion of the Company's plant, in the 
opinion of the Heating Company, ren- 
der it necessary that the maximum 
price for radiation should be increased 
the Heating Company may, in such 
case, apply in writing to the Board, 
or other proper authority of the Cily 
0?

ARTICLE V. 


Time is of the essence of this fran- 
chise, and the Heating Company, its 
successors. and assigns shall begin the 
construetion of the contemplated heat- 
ing plant on or before ihe first day of 
June, 1904, and have in complete and 
Successful operation not less than one 
mile of heating mains on or before 
the first day of October, 1904. 

Upon default in the performance of 
this Article, all rights and privileges 
herein and hereby given and granted 
shall be forfeited and cease and ter- 
minate, unless such default shall be 
occasioned by circumstances beyond 
the control of the Heating Company, 
which facts shall be established by the 
Heating Company to the satisfaction 
of the Board. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Heating Company, as considera- 
tion for the rights and privileges here- 
in and hereby conferred, shall pay to 
the City of Terre Haute two (2) per 
cent. of the gross earnings of such 
heating plant. Payments shall be made 
annually, beginning on the first day of 
June, 1905. In order to determine the 
amount of gross earnings as herein 
contemplated, the Heating Company 
shall annually, within ten days prior 
to the date of the payment as afore- 
said, render to the City of Terre Haute 
a statement, duly verified under oath, 
of the President and Treasurer of such 
Company, showing the actual gross 
earnings of the Company for the 
twelve months immediately preceding.

Gentlemen:—Your Committee n 
Ordinances, to whom was referred the 
petition of the civic league of the City 
of Terre Haute, beg leave to report 
that they have examined the said peti- 
tion and beg leave to report that there 
are now ordinances in force in the City 
of Terre Haute, which covers all that 
is petitioned for except the requiring 
of persons to remove snow from their 
Sidewalks and also to require persons 
to place suitable receptacles for de- 
positing dirt, paper, etc, in the rear 
of their premises.

All traps for water closets shall 
be back vented with not less than 2 
inch pipes for twenty feet or less and 
3 inch pipe for over twenty feet. Group 
of three to five water closets must not 
have less than а 3 inch vent and above 
five water closets must be the same 
Size as soil pipes. 

7. Vent pipes from all fixtures, ex 
cept water closets, shall not be of less 
size than 1% inches and where more 
than one fixture connects in same veut 
it shall not be less than 1% inches 
and the connection must be made at 
least one foot above top of said fix- 
tures. 

8. All connections to vent pipes 
must be made with lead or brass joinéd 
as in Rule 4, and each vent shall have 
a trap screw wiped into it not more 
than six inches above connection with 
trap, unless back vent is connected 
with trap by a brass union. 


9. Vent pipes must in all cases be 
Of cast iron or lead, except local vent 
or water closet, which may be galvan- 
ized iron of approved construction. 


10. Wrought iron shall not be used 
as a waste pipe for any fixture. 

11. No soil, drain or vent pipe shall 
be covered or concealed from view un- 
til after the work has been tested, ex- 
amined and approved by the Inspector 
appointed for the purpose. The plumb. 
er shall notify the Inspector in writing 
when work is ready for inspection, and 
the whole system of plumbing shall be 
prepared for the Inspector or his as- 
sistant to make proper and thorough 
inspection of same by the plumber fill- 
ing said pipes with water to the high- 
est point, or by air pressure of not less 
than five pounds per square inch. 

12. Every water closet shall be sup- 
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plied with water from a separate tank 
or cistern, and no flush for same shall 
be less than one and one-quarter inch 
pipe. 

13. Water closets shall be glazcd 
with earthen ware or enameled iron in 
one piece all exposed; the woodwork 
to consist of seat and back only. In no 
case shall any wood casing be allowed. 

14. Hereafter only tank closets 
shall be used. Pan, plunger, long hop- 
per direct supplies of any kind, or 
closet having any unventilated space, 
or whose walls are not flushed at each 
discharge, shall not be used. i 

15. Waste pipes from all fixtures 
shall be of lead or cast iron and noi 
less than the following sizes, viz: For 
bath tubs, laundry tubs, and urinals 
not less than 114 inches, wash basin 


1% inches, slop hoppers and water 
closets 4 inches. 
16. Drip or overflow pipes from 


safes under water closets o1 other fix- 
tures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall 
in no case be connected directly to tha 
drainage system, but shall be run to 
some open place in plain sight. If run 
to outside of building they must havo 
Safe waste valves. 

17. Al urinals must 
siate, tile or marble safes. 

18. Waste pipes for refrigerators or 
other receptacles in which provisions 
are stored shall not be connected di- 
rectly with the drainage system, bit 
shall be arranged to waste in an open 
tray in plain sight below the refriger- 
ator. This tray must be connected 
with drainage pipes upon being prop- 
erly trapped and vented like any other 
fixture. 

19. Soil or waste pipes placed in 
any building for future use shall be

ventilated, tested and subjected to the 
same rules in every respect as if in- 
tended for immediate use, and all open- 
ings closed by screw plugs or caulked 
or soldered. 

20. Each sewer connected with lat- 
erals must have one cast iron pipe for 
ventilation not less than four inches ia 
diameter, carried not less than two 
feet above roof of building. 


21. Lead pipes for supply must not 
be lighter than extra strong. 


22. All waste pipes and other pipes 
passing through lead safes must be of 
lead and wiped into the safe. 


23.. A stop and waste cock must be 
placed at the bottom of each riser and 
al pipes connected therewith so ar- 
ranged that they will empty themselves 
when water is shut off. Each water 
cioset must have a separate regulating 
cock and all pipes in connection with 
the plumbing be so arranged that they 
can easily be examined and repaired. 
When they are necessarily carried into 
walls or partitions they must be cov- 
ered with woodwork and fastened 
with brass screws so as to give ready 
access to them. 

24. No steam exhaust will be al- 
lewed to connect ts any drain or scil 
pipe but must be provided with iron 
catch basin or tank to connect to es- 
cape vent above roof for escape of 
vapor. 

25. Each fixture must have separate 
trap of prescribed size placed as near 
fixtures ag possible. 

26. All joints on lead or between 
lead and brass must be wiped, except 
of brass in cock couplings which may 
be cupped. 

27. The local vent of all water clos- 
ets must be entirely independent of any 
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other pipe and extend not less thaa 
two feet above the roof. 

28. After all the plumbing in any 
building is completed according to the 
foregoing rules and to the satisfaction 
of the Inspector, a certificate to the 
effect shall be issued to the plumber 
doing the work. 

29. These rules for plumbing shail 
apply to all extensions, alterations or 
other work to be done in connection 
with plumbing or house drains in old 
buildings (except minor repairs) the 
same as in new buildings, and minor 
repairs shall be construed as meaning 
repairs of leaks in pipes, traps cr 
cocks, opening up waste and supply 
pipes, traps and drains, and repairing 
broken fixtures and frozen pipes. 

30. A lead drum trap to be placed 
for each bath tub, four inches in diam- 
eter with trap screw. 

31. Sink waste should be connected 
into soil pipe as directly as possible. 


32. All soil or waste pipes under 
buildings shall be cast iron or lead. 


ECTION FOUR. 


Every person desiring to follow the 
occupation of plumber, either as mas- 
ter or journeyman, shall be required 
to pass an examination as to his abil- 
ity, before the Examining Board here- 
tofore mentioned, and he shall flle his 
application for examination with the 
City Engineer of said City and at such 
time deposit with said engineer the 
sum of $5.00. The said Engineer sha!l 
immediately notify the other members 
of the Board of Examiners who shall 
immediately meet and examine said 
applicant, and in the event that said 
applicant passes such examination, the 
said Engineer shall immediately pay 
to the County Treasurer for the City 
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the franchise to use the streets, al- 
leys and publie places of such City 
for the purpose of laying, maintain- 
ing and operating therein its pipes, 
mains, branches, cut-offs, man holes, 
needful for the suecessful operation 
Of à steam or hot water heating and 
power plant, and declaring an emer- 
gency.

An ordinance regulating and govern- 
ing the plumbing in the City of Terre 
Haute, and providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Plumbing Inspector and 4 
Board of Examiners in the City of 
Terre Haute and providing a penalty. 

SECTION ONE. 

Be it ordajned by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Terre Haute, tha 
immediately after the taking effect of 
this ordinance, the Mayor of said City 
ot Terre Haute shall appoint a Plumb- 
ing Inspector, who shall hold his office 
for a term of four (4) years and until 
his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied and who shall be a practical 
plumber. 

SECTION TWO. 


The Board of Examiners of plumbers 
Shall consist of one master plumber, 
one journeyman plumber, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Health and the 
City Engineer of the City of Terre 
Haute, The Mayor of said City shall 
appoint said Board immediately after 
the taking effect of this ordinance and 
the said master plumber and journey- 
man plumber shall hold their said of- 
fices for a term of four (4) years апі 
until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. 

SECTION THREE. 

It shall be unlawful to do or cause to 
be done, any plumbing in the City cf 
Terre Haute, except in accordance to 
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the following rules and regulations and 
in the following manner, namely:— 

1. House drains within and to a 
distance of three feet outside the ex- 
terior wall of a building shall be of 
extra heavy cast iron pipe not less 
than four inches in diameter laid in 
trenches of floor grade, and  whera 
above ground shall be suspended to 
floor by strong iron hangers or fast- 
ened to wall by strong iron hooks. 
They shall have a fall of not less than 
one foot in fifty feet toward outlet, All 
cbanges in line of pipe shall be mada 
with regular fittings, and connecting 
with horizontal pipes which shall be 
made with Y and sanitary T's. 

2. All soil pipes in building must 
be extra heavy cast iron extending at 
least two feet above roof, the joints 
packed with picked oakum or hemp, 
be run with molten lead, thoroughly 
caulked and made tight. 


3. All vent pipes must extend at 
least two feet above roof or may in 
case of no independent vent pipe, con- 
nect into soil pipe at not less than fiva 
feet above highest fixture, and in no 
case shall any vent pipe terminate iu 
Or be led through a chimney flue, but 
wherever practicable must be carried 
up inside of the house. They shall be 
run as direct as possible and 45 degree 
L's used at all times when practicable. 

4. Connection of lead to iron pipes 
shall be made by brass or combination 
ferrules caulked to the iron pipes and 
wiped to the lead pipe. 

5. All traps or bends, when placed 
between ceiling and floor, must be 
made of not less than six (6) pound 
lead per square foot for five inches, 
not less than five pound lead per 
square foot for smaller sizes. 
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the sum of $4.00 and the balance, or 
the sum of $1.00, shall be used for tbe 
payment of the office and other ex- 
penses of said Board of Examiners. 
and in the event that said applicant 
shall fail to pass a satisfactory exam- 
ination, then said Engineer shall pay 
to the County Treasurer for the use 
of the City, the sum of $2.00, and for 
the payment of office expenses, shall 
retain the sum of 50 cents and the 
balance, the sum of $2.50, shall be re- 
turned to the applicant. 


SECTION FIVE. 


The said Inspector shall make three 
tests or inspections of all the plumbing 
work in said City within six hours 
after being notified of the necessity of 
such inspection. The first test or in- 
spection shall be made when the sewer 
is laid and joined and before it is cov- 
ered up, the second test or inspection, 
when the soil and vent pipes are fixed 
and regulated in accordance to the 
rules hereinbefore mentioned, and the 
third test or inspection after the com- 
pletion of the work, when the water 
has been turned on and the traps filled 
the plumber must make a peppermint 
test jn the presence of said inspector 
and under his direction. The said ln- 
spector for his compensation shall be 
paid by the person employing the 
plumber, at the rate of $1.00 for each 
sink, closet, bath tub, lavatory, urina3l 
or laundry trays inspected. 

SECTION SIX. 

All plumbing work in the City that 
is now in a sanitary condition will not 
be disturbed by the operation of this 
ordinance, 

SECTION SEVEN. 

Any person, persons, firm or corpora- 

tion who violates any of the provisions 


of this ordinance, shall be fined in any 
sum not less than $5.00 nor more than 
$100.00.

Gentlemen:—Your Committee on 
Resolutions would most respectfully 
report that Hon. Andrew J. Crawford 
was born on the 7th day of November, 
1837, at Norristown, Fa. and died in 
the City of Terre Haute, Ind., on the 
19th day of July, 1903. He removed 
from Norristown, Pa. to Terre Haute 
in the year 1865, and in the year 1869 
he became the managing partner of 
what was then known as the Vigo Iron 
Company. He afterwards established 
other iron industries in this City and 
remained in that business until the 
year 1900 when he retired. Besides 
his interests in the iron industries, he 
was connected with many other enter- 
prises which added greatly to the 
growth and wealth of this City.

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with ability, and even when his own 
private business was at stake he took 
the side of the City, notably in the 
contract for lighting, When another 
company bid against his company he, 
believing that the bid of his competi- 
tor was better for the City than the 
bid of his company, advised and 
voted that the contract be let to his 
competitor. Mr. Crawford’s home life 
was ideal. He was always kind, loving 
and generous to his family. He was 
liked by his friends and in his busi- 
ness dealings he was always honest 


and fair, but at all times firm and 
sagacious. ^ We therefore offer the 
following:

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SPECIAL ORDINANCES. 


AN ORDINANCE FOR THE NAMING 
OF THE NEW CITY PARK. 


Whereas, the City has recently pur- 
chased a tract of land lying along the 
south side of Wabash avenue, between 
Fourteenth street and Fifteenth street, 
for the purpose of a public park, and, 

Whereas the same is now being im- 
proved with fountains, drives and 
walks, and when completed, to be 
thrown open to the public, and, 

Whereas, this land was for many 
years generally known as a part of the 
"Gilbert place," originally owned and 
platted by the late Curtis Gilbert, and, 

Whereas, many of the trees now 
standing in said place were planted by 
the late Curtis Gilbert, and, 

Whereas, further, the street running 
through said park is popularly known 
as "Gilbert avenue," 

THEREFORE, be it ordained by the 
Common Council of the City of Terre 
Haute that this park is now named, 
and hereafter indicated on all official 
charts, maps and papers of Terre 
Haute as “Gilbert park.”

GENERAL ORDINANCES. 


An Ordinance granting to the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis Railway Company the right to 
lay. maintain and operate, and to 
realign certain railway tracks upon 
and across certain streets and alleys 
of the city of Terre Haute, and mat- 
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ters properly connected therewith 
and declaring an emergency. 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Terre Haute: 

That consent, permission and au- 
thority be and the same are bereby 
given and granted unto and duly 
vested in the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railwzy Com- 
pany, to construct, perpetually main- 
tain and operate an additional rail- 
road track parallel to its existing main 
track upon and across Locust street, 
Tenth street, Ninth street and Tippe- 
canoe street, and across all interven- 
ing alleys; and to re-align its existing 
main track across Ninth street, Eighth 
street, Sevent. street and upon Tippe- 
canoe street, all as shown by the blue 
print map hereto attached, and for 
identification marked “Exhibit A”; 
also to lay, perpetually maintain and 
operate an additional track across 
Fourth street, and two additional 
tracks across First street and Water 
street and the inetrvening alley, and to 
re-align its existing tracks across First 
street and Water street, all as shown 
by said blue print map, and all in the 
city of Terre Haute. 


SECTION TWO. 


The rights hereby granted shall not 
deprive abutting land owners of any 
legal claims against said railway com- 
pany for damages which may accrue 
by reason of the exercise of said rail- 
way company of any of the rights 
granted by this ordinance. 


SECTION THREE. 


The rights hereby granted are upon 
the express condition that the said 
railway company shall within eight 
months from the date hereof (unless 
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prevented by causes beyond its con- 
trol) make provisions for watering the 
locomotives of its freight trains at its 
Duane yards, so called, or elsewhere 
beyond the corporate limits. of the 
city of Tere Haute; and shall there- 
after discontinue the watering of the 
locomotives of its freight trains at 
its present water tank between Sixth 
and Seventh streets, excepting special 
cases of emergency. And if said rail- 
way company shall neglect, fail or re- 
fuse to provide such facilities, or so 
discontinue the watering of its freight 
trains' locomotives (except in special 
eases of emergency) at said existing 
water tank within the period afore- 
said, or as soon thereafter as it can 
do so, then all rights of said railway 
company hereunder shall be forth with 
forfeited and of no effect whatsoever. 
Provided, however, said railway com- 
pany shall, notwithstanding the fore- 
£oing provisions, have the right to 
continue to water its switch engines, 
local freight and work train engines 
at its said existing water tank, as oc- 
casion may require. 


SECTION FOUR. 


An emergency existing for the im- 
mediate taking effect of this ordin- 
nance, the same shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its adoption.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 


An Ordinance regulating and govern. 
ing the plumbing in the City of 
Terre Haute, and providing for the 
appointment of a Plumbing Inspec- 
tor and a board of examiner? in the 
City of Terre Haute, and providing 
а penalty, 
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SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Terre Haute, that im- 
mediately after the taking effect of 
this ordinance, the mayor of said City 
of Terre Haute, shall appoint a Plumb- 
ing Inspector, who shall hold his office 
until his successor is appointed and 
qualified, and who shall be a practical 
plumber. 


SECTION TWO. 


The Board of Examiners shall con- 
sist of the president of the Board of 
Health, City Engineer and Plumbing 
Inspector. 


SECTION THREE. 


Every person desiring to follow the 
occupation as plumber, either as mas- 
ter or journeyman, shall be required 
to pass an examination as to his ability 
before tne examination board, hereto- 
fore mentioned, and he shall file his 
application for examination with the 
Plumbing Inspector of said city, and 
at such time deposit with Treasurer 
the sum of five dollars ($5.00), the said 
inspector shal] immediately notify the 
other members of the Board of Ex- 
aminers, who shall immediately meet 
and examine said applicant, and in the 
event that such applicant passes such 
examination, the said inspector shall 
immediately issue to him a license. 
And, in the event that said applicant 
fails to pass a satisfactory examination 
the said inspector shall issue an order 
to the applicant on the treasury for 
the sum of two dollars and fifty cents 
($2.50), the balance of the sum of five 
dollars. ($5.00); to be retained to de- 


fray the expense of said office, as in 
the event the said applicant fails to 
pass, he will be permitted to refile his 
application with the said inspector, 
after the expiration of three months, 
to be re-examined, and not sooner, 
and it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to follow the occupation of a 
master or journeyman plumber with- 
in the limits of the City of Terre 
Haute without having first obtained 
a license from the Examining Board. 


SECTION FOUR. 


Jt shall be unlawful to do, or cause 
to be done, any plumbing in the City 
of Terre Haute, except in accordance 
to the following rules and regulations, 
and in the following manner, namely: 


Rule 1--House drains within, and 
to a distance of three (3) feet outside 
the exterior wall of a building shall 
be of extra heavy east iron pipe. No 
house drains to be less than 4 inches 
in diameter, iaid in trenches of floor 
grade. and where above ground shall 
be suspended to floor by strong iron 
hangers, or fastened to wall by strong 
iron hooks. They shall have a fall, 
not less than one foot (1) in fifty to- 
wards outlet, All changes in lines of 
pipe shall be made with regular fit- 
tings and where connected with hori- 
zontal pipes shall be made with Y’s or 
sanitary tees. Pipe rests must be 
placed every fifteen feet (15) on ver- 
tical lines of soil, waste or vent pipes. 
Pipe hooks, or hangers, on every ten 
(10) feet on horizontal lines. 


Rule 2—All soil pipes and flittings 
in buildings must be extra heavy cast 
iron, extending at least two (2) feet 
above roof, the joints packed with 
pieked oakum or hemp, run with mol- 
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ten lead, thoroughly caulked and made 
tight. All roof flashing to be of lead. 


Rule 3—All vent pipes must extend 
at least two (2) feet above roof, where 
vent pipe is extended through roof of 
a one-story building less than twenty 
(20) feet from any window or open- 
ing, it must be carried five (5) feet 
above highest window or opening, or 
may, in case of no independent vent 
pipe, connect into soil pipe at no less 
than one (1) foot above highest 
fixture, and in no case shall any vent 
pipe terminate in, or be led through 
chimney flue, but wherever practica- 
ble, must be carried up inside of 
house; they shall be run as direct as 
possible, and 45 per cent ells used at 
all times where practicable. 


Rule 4—Connection of lead to iron 
pipes shall be made by brass or com- 
bination ferrules caulked to iron pipe, 
and wiped to the lead pipe. Waste 
pipe in horizontal position shall not 
enter into heel of bends. 

Rule 5--АП traps or bends when 
placed between ceiling and floor must 
be made of not less than six-pound 
lead per square foot; for five inches, 
not less than five-pound lead per 
square foot for smaller sizes. 

Rule 6—When a single water closet 
is located in a building, and has an in- 
dependent soil pipe of undiminished 
size from ground (in building) to 
roof; the re-vent may be dispensed 
with, provided the closet is located not 
more than five (5) feet from said soil 
pipe. Where two or more plumbing 
fixtures, having an independent soll 
or waste pipe of undiminished size 
from ground to roof, are located on 
one floor, the re-vent pipe from the 
Said fixtures may be branched into soil 
or waste pipe one (1) foot above high-

est fixture, provided that no fixture 
or fixtures on the floors above or be- 
low are connected or will be connected 
into the soil, waste, vent or re-vents or 
said fixtures. It is further provided that 
no fixiure under this rule shall be 
more than twelve feet from the main 
soil or waste pipe. 


Rule 7—4All re-vents must be of the 
following sizes: 


Two inches for W. C. slop sinks 
and floor drains, not less than 1 1-4 
inches for other fixtures where more 
than one fixture connects in same vent, 
it shal] be no less than 1 1-2 inches 
and the connections to be made at least 
1 foot above top of highest fixture. 

Rule 8—AI! connections to vent pipes 
must be made with lead or brass joints 
as in Rule 4, and each trap to be con- 
nected to vent by a brass union. 

Rule 9—Vent pipes must in all cases 
be of extra heavy cast iron or lead, ex- 
cept local vent of water closet, which 
may be galvanized iron of approved 
construction. 

Rule 10— Wrought iron shall not be 
used as a waste pipe for any fixture. 

Rule 11—No soil, drain, or vent pipe 
shall be covered or concealed from 
view until after the work has been 
tested, examined and approved by the 
inspector appointed for that purpose. 
The plumber shall notify the inspector 
in writing when work is ready for in- 
spection, and the whole system of 
plumbing shall be prepared for the in- 
spector or his assistant to make proper 
and thorough inspection of same by 
the plumber filling said pipes with 
water to the highest point, or by air 
pressure of not less than five pounds 
per square inch. 

Rule 12—Every water closet shall be 
supplied with water from a separate 
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tank or cistern, and no flush for same 
shall be ies than one and one-quarter 
inch pipe. and one inch on automatic 
closets. 

Rule 13—- Vater closet shall be glazed 
with earthware or enameled iron in 
one piece. 111 exposed; the woodwork 
to consist of seat and back only. In 
no ease shall any wood casing be al- 
lowed. ` 

Rule 14 - Hereafter only tank closets 
shall be uscd. Pan plunger, long hop- 
per direct supplies of any kind, or 
closets having any unventilated space, 
or whose walls are not flushed at each 
discharge, shall not be used. 


Rule 15 Waste pipes from all fix- 
tures shall be of lead cr cast iron, and 
not less than the following sizes, viz: 
For bath tubs, laundry tubs, sinks and 
urinals, noi less than 1 1-2 inches; 
wash basin, 1 1-4 inches; slop hoppers, 
3 inches, and water closets 4 inches. 


Rule 16—-Drip or overflow pipes 
from safes, under water closets or 
other fixtures, or from tanks or cis- 
terns, shall in no case be connected 
directly to the drainage system, but 
shall be run to some open place in 
plain sight. If run to outside of build- 
ing they must have safe waste valves. 


Rule 17—All urinals must have lead, 
Slate, tile or marble safes, side walls 
and backs. 


Rule 18— Waste pipes for refriger- 
ators or other receptacles in which 
provisions are stored, shall not be con- 
nected directly with the drainage sys- 
tem, but shall be aranged to waste in 
an open tray in plain sight below the 
refrigerator. This tray must be con- 
nected with drainage pipes upon being 
properly tapped and vented like any 
Other fixture. 


Rule 19—Soil or waste pipes placed 
in any building for future use shall be 
ventilated, tested and subjected to the 
same rules in every respect as if in- 
tended for immediate use, and all 
openings closed by screw plugs or 
caulked or soldered. 

Rule 20—Each sewer connected with 
laterals must have one cast iron pipe 
for ventilation not less than four 
inches in diameter, carried not less 
than two feet above roof of building, 
as in Section 4, Rule 3. 


Rule 21—Lead pipes for supply must 
not be lighter than extra strong. 

Rule 22—All waste pipes and other 
pipes passing through lead safes must 
be of lead and wiped into the safe. 

Rule 23—Al]l water service pipes 
must be laid under foundation and a 
depth of, at least one foot maintained 
below floor of cellar. 

If cellar does not extend under en- 
tire building, the pipe may be brought 
above ground at the terminus of the 
excavation with a riser to the joists, 
for each set of fixtures, one riser for 
bath eroom and one riser for kitchen, 
also separate riser for any other set 
of fixtures, such as sill cock, etc., and 
pipe extending along the joists to fix- 
tures, sufficient fall being provided to 
allow pipe to drain at stop and waste, 
located at foot of riser. 

Mueller, Farnan, Ahrens & Ott, Glau- 
ber. or their equal stop and waste 
cocks must be placed on all water pipes 
within six inches of foundation wall 
where pipes enter cellars, also on all 
risers and branch pipes leading to each 
set of fixtures, and pipes must be ar- 
ranged so that bath-room fixtures, 
kitchen fixtures or sill cocks can be 
shut off independently of each other 
and pipes thoroughly drained. 


|

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All stop and waste cocks that are 
below ground shall have short exten- 
sion rods attached to them, and be 
walled in with brick, leaving a space 
of 10 inches square around same, said 
wall to be brought to surface of cel- 
lar and properly covered with a 2 inch 
board. 


АП stop and waste cocks that are 
on risers shall be located not higher 
than four inches fr^m the floor of cel- 
lars and be provided with lever han- 
dles. 


Supplies to water closets to have 
regulating valves. An air chamber 
must be put in every job of interior 
plumbing, except when connected with 
a storage tank. Said air-chambers to be 
at least 12 inches long. Water pipe to 
be lead, brass or galvanized pipe. 

Rule 24—No steam exhaust will be 
allowed to connect to any drain or soil 
pipe, but must be privided with iron 
catch basin or tank to connect to 
escape vent above roof for escape of 
vapor. 

Rule 25—Hach fixture must have 
separate trap of prescribed size placed 
as near fixtures as possible. 

Rule 26—All joints on lead or be- 
tween lead and brass must be wiped, 
except brass in cock couplings, which 
may be cupped. 

Rule 27—The local vent of all water 
closets must be entirely independent 
of any other pipe, and extend not less 
than two feet above roof, as in Sec- 
tion 4, Rule 3. 

Rule 28—After all the plumbing in 
any building is completed according to 
the foregoing rules and to the satisfac- 
tion of the inspector, a certificate to 
the effect shall be issued to the 
plumber doing the work. 


Rule 29—These rules for plumbing 
shall apply to all extensions, altera. 
tions, or other work to be done in con- 
nection with plumbing or house drains 
in oid buildings (except minor re 
pairs) the same as in new buildings, 
&nd minor repairs shall be construed 
as meaning repairs in leaks in pipes, 
traps and drains, and repairing broken 
fixtures and frozen pipes. - 


Rule 30—A lead drum trap to be 
placed for each bath tub, four inches 
in diameter with trap screw. 

Rule 31—Sink wastes should be con- 
nected into soil pipe or sewer as direct- 
ly as possible. 

Rule 32—All soil or waste pipe under 
building shall be cast iron or lead. 

Rule 33— Wooden  wash-trays and 
sinks are prohibited inside of any 
building; they shall be of non-ab- 
sorbent material, 

Rule 34—Any plumber having charge 
of a building in which there will be 
any alteration in plumbing, sewers or 
drains, shall secure a permit for such 
work before beginning, unless said 
work comes under the class recognized 
in these rules and regulations as re- 
pairs. 

Rule 35—Saddle joints on any soil, 
waste, or ventilating pipes are posi- 
tively forbidden. 

Rule 36— Water closets must never 
be placed in an unventilated room or 
compartment, in every case the room 
or compartment must be open to the 
outer air, or be ventilated by means of 
an air duct or shaft. 

Rule 37—The inspector shall refuse 
to give a certificate for any work done 
contrary to any provision of these 
rules and regulations, and forbid the 
use of same until it has been properly 
corrected. 
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Rule 38—A'! iron pipes (cast) must 
be sound, frec from holes or cracks, 
and of the grade known in commerce 
as extra heav The follewing weights 
per lineal foo! will be accepted as com- 


plying with this ordinance: 

2 inches 515 pounds per lineal foot. 
3 inches 9: pounds per lineal foot. 
4 inches 13 pounds per linal foot. 
5 inches 17 pounds per lineal foot. 
6 inches 20 pounds per lineal foot. 
7 inches 27 pounds per lineal foot. 
8 inches 3314 pounds per lineal foot. 
10 inches 45 pounds per lineal foot. 
12 inches 54 pounds per lineal foot. 


SECTION FIVE. 


The said inspector shall make three 
tests or inspections or all plumbing 
work in said city, within six hours 
after being nolified of the necessity of 
such inspection. The first test or in- 
spection shall be made when the sewer 
is laid and joined, and before it is 
covered up. and no sewer shall be 
covered up until the first inspection 
has been made; the second test or in- 
spection, when the soil and vent pipes 
are fixed and regulated in accordance 
to the rules hereinbefore mentioned, 
and the third test or inspection after 
the completion of the work, when the 
water has been turned on, and the 
traps filled, the plumber must make a 


peppermint test in the presence of ' 


said inspector and under his direction. 
SECTION SIX. 


All plumbing work in the City that 
is now in a sanitary eondition will not 
be disturbed by the operation of this 


ordinance, 


SECTION SEVEN. 


Any person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration who violates any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be fined 
in any sum not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $100.00. 


SECTION EIGHT. 


Rule i—All terra cotta sewer pipe 
used in connection with a plumbing 
system, or connected with a public 
sewer, shall be of size approved by the 
inspector, but in no case shall a main 
sewer be less than six inches. 

Rule 2—All sewer pipe must ve of 
the best quality, vitrified terre cotta, 
and must be laid in as straight a line 
as possible, with à graded fall toward 
the sewer or pit, where possible, of 
not less than one-quarter (1-4) inch 
to the foot where practicable. All 
branches to the main line shall be “Y” 
fittings; all turns shall be made with 
1-8 bends. 

There shall be placed in main line 
of sewer a running trap so set, to trap 
all branches. Said trap to have pipe 
to extend to top of grade for clean-out 
purposes. 


SECTION NINE. 


The salary of the Plumbing Inspec- 
tor, appointed under the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be twelve hundred 
dollars ($1,200.00) a year, payable 
monthly. 


SECTION TEN. 


Before any job of plumbing may be 
commenced, or any plumbing work of 
any kind begun, except minor repairs 
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as defined by Rule 29, Section 4, of 
this ordinance, the plumber having 
the contract to do such job of plumb- 
ing shall apply to the Inspector of 
Plumbing for a permit to do such job 
of plumbing, and the Plumbing In- 
spector shall not issue such permit 
until there has been paid into the City 
Treasury of the City of Terre Haute, 
the sum of one dollar ($1.00) for each 
sink, closet, bath-tub, lavatory, urinal, 
laundry tray, or other fixture proposed 
to be installed, and any plumber doing 
any job of plumbing, except minor re- 
pairs, as defined by Rule 29, Section 
4, of this ordinance, or putting in any 
fixtures, without having first procured 
from the Plumbing Inspector a permit 
to do such work, shall be subject to 
the penalty of this ordinance, and the 
Plumbing Inspector shall not issue a 
certificate that the work is done ac- 
cording to this ordinance until the said 
sum has been paid as aforesaid. 


SECTION ELEVEN. 


Any person using the plumbing or 
fixtures, or allowing or causing water 
to be turned into new pipes, except for 
the purpose of testing said pipes, be- 
fore the Plumbing Inspector has given 
a certificate that the work is done in 
accordance with this ordinance, shall 
be subject to the penalty provided by 
this ordinance. 


SECTION TWELVE. 


The Plumbing Inspector shall not 


issue a permit or give a certificate that 
the work is done in accordance with 
the terms of this ordinance, 1f said in- 
Spector finds that the sewer connec- 
tions have not been paid for as pro- 
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vided for by the ordinances of the 
City of Terre Haute. 


SECTION THIRTEEN. 


No cause of action or prosecution 
instituted under the provisions of any 
ordinance of the City of Terre Haute 
now in force, shall be abated, dis- 
Solved, or in any way affected by the 
passing of this ordinance, and any 
violation of any ordinance now in 
force may be prosecuted and penalized 
the same as if this ordinance had not 
been passed. And any ordinance of the 
City of Terre Haute regulating plumb- 
ing, and especially General Ordinance 
No. 38 of the City of Terre Haute, 
shall remain in full force and valid, 
until this ordinance has become effec- 
tive. 

SECTION FOURTEEN. 


WHEREAS, an emergency exists for 
the immediate taking effect of this or- 
dinance, the same shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage 
by the Common Council, approval by 
the Mayor, and publication according 
to law.

An Ordinance granting to the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad 
company the right to lay, perpetu- 
ally maintain and operate a single 
track of railroad upon and across 
Certain streets and alleys in the City 
of Terre Haute on certain condi- 
tions, and matters properly con- 
nected therewith, and declaring an 
emergency. 


Whereas, a tentative agreement has 
been made by and between the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad com- 
pany and the City of Terre Haute, by 
their respective counsel, subject to the 
approval of the Common Council of 
the City of Terre Haute, by the terms 
of which the said Railroad company. 
amongst other things, agrees to re- 
move certain of its existing railroad 
tracks from the space to be occupied 
by Ohio street when opened across the 
said Railroad company’s yard, and 
said Railroad company further agrees 
to limit in certain respects the use of

road yard, a 

Whereas, the said Railroad company 
cannot remove said railroad tracks 
nor restrict e use of the remaining 
tracks until makes provision else- 
where for the transaction of the busi-

Whereas, it is essential to the pro- 
viding of other facilities that said rail- 
road compan; have the right to extend 
a track through the City of Terre 
Haute from a point in First street, 
connecting with the present railroad 
track therein, and, 

Whereas, such tentative agreement 
has been: reduced to writing but has 
not been signed or executed by the 
parties. 

Now, therefore, 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common 
Council of the City of Terre Haute, 
Indiana. 

That concent, permission and au- 
thority be and the same are hereby 
given and granted unto and duly 
vested in the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad company to lay and 
perpetually maintain and operate a 
single track of railroad in said city, 
beginning at a point in First street, 
connecting with the present railroad 
track, therein north of and near to the 
north line of Canal street; thence in 
a northwesterly direction across First 
street at such an angle as to leave said 
street at least seventy-five (75) feet 
south of the intersection if Taylor and 
First streets; thence in a substantially 
northerly course across Taylor street 
between the east line of Water street 
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and the west line of First street; 
thence across Tippecanoe street in a 
substantial northerly course between 
the east line of Water street 
and the west line of First street; 
thence across Water street near the 
intersection of Elm street, at such an 
angle as to leave said street at a 
point not more than one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet north of the point 
where the same enters such street; 
thence across Elm street in a sub- 
stantially northerly course between the 
east line of Water street and the 
Wabash river; thence across Locust 
street in a substantially northerly 
course between the west line of Water 
street and the Walash river; thence 
across First avenue extended, in a sub- 
stantially northerly course between 
Water street and the Wabash river, 
and across all intervening alleys;

Before such railroad track is laid, 
constructed and operated, the said 
Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
company shall prepare and file with 
the City Clerk a blue print map, show- 
ing the exact location thereof, approxi- 
mately at the points and in the man- 
ner designated in Section 1, hereof. 


SECTION THREE. 


The said Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad company Shall have no right 
hereunder to lay, maintain or operate 
the said railroad track until the sign- 
ing by the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad company and the.City of 
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Terre Haute of the agreement  re- 
ferred to in the preamble hereto, re- 
specting the opening of Ohio street and 
the removal therefrom, and the use of 
the certain railroad tracks refered to in 
such agreement. If the said Railroad 
company shall fail to remove the rail- 
road tracks from Ohio street, or to 
grade, plank and pave such street 
crossing, as contemplated by such 
agreement, then the said City of Terre 
Haute may notify such Railroad com- 
pany in writing of such failure and 
refusal, and if said Railroad company 
Shall not within fifteen days thereafter 
remove such tracks, grade, plank and 
pave such crossing, then all its rights 
hereunder may at the option of the 
City of Terre Haute be suspended until 
such removal, grading and paving. 


SECTION FOUR. 


The rights hereby granted shall not 
deprive abutting land owners of any 
legal claims against said Railroad com- 
pany for damages, which may accrue, 
by reason of the exercise by said rail- 
road company of any of the rights 
granted by this ordinance. 


SECTION FIVE. 


An emergency existing for the im- 
mediate taking effect of this ordinance, 
the same shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its adoption.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 41 


An ordinanco granting to the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad com-

Whereas, the said railroad company 
can not remove said railroad tracks 
nor restrict the use of the remaining 
tracks until it makes provision else- 
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where for the transaction of the busi- 
ness which will be taken out of its 
said railroad yards and 


Whereas. it is essential to the pro- 
vidng of other facilities that said rail- 
road company have the right to ex- 
tend a traci through the city of Terre 
Haute from a point in First street con- 
necting witi the present railroad track 
therein, and 


Whereas, such tentative agreement 
has been reduced to writing but has 
not been signed or executed by the par- 
ties. Now, therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the 
Common Council of the city of Terre 
Haute, Indiana: 

That consent, permission and author- 
ity be and the same are hereby given 
and granted unto and duly vested in 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Rail- 
road company, to lay and perpetually 
maintain and operate a single track 
of railroad in said city beginning at a 
point in First street connecting with 
the present railroad track therein 
north of and near to the north line 
of Canal street; thence in a north- 
westerly direction across First street 
at such an angle as to leave said street 
at least seventy-five (75) feet south 
of the intersection of Taylor and First 
Streets; thence in a suostantially north- 
erly course across Taylor street be- 
tween the east line of Water street and 
the west line of First street; thence 
across Tippecanoe street in a substanti- 
ally northerly course between the east 
line of Water street and the west line 
of First street; thence across Water 
street near the intersection of Elm 
street, at such an angle as to leave said 
Street at a point not more than one 
hundred and fifty (150) feet north of 
the puint where the same enters such 
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street; thence across Elm street in a 
substantially northerly course between 
the east line of Water street and the 
Wabash river; thence across Locust 
street in a substantially northerly 
course between the west line of Water 
street and the Wabash river; thence 
across First avenue extended in a sub- 
stantially northerly course, between 
Water street and the Wabash river 
and across all inetrvening alleys; 
thence northward, west of the west 
line of First street, to the north cor- 
poration limits of said city, across all 
intervening streets and alleys. 

Section 2. Before such railroad 
track is laid, constructed and operated 
the said Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad company shall prepare and 
file with the City Clerk a blue print 
map, showing the exect location there- 
of, approximately at the points and in 
the manner designated in Section One 
hereof. 


Section 3. The said Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad company shall 
have no right hereunder to lay, main- 
tain or operate the said railroad track 
until the signing by the Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad company and the 
city of Terre Haute of the agreement 
refered to in the preamble hereto, re- 
specting the opening of Ohio street 
and the removal therefrom and the 
use of the certain railroad tracks re- 
ferred to in such agreement. If the 
said railroad company shall fail to 
remove the railroad tracks from Ohío 
street, or to grade, plank and pave 
such street crossing, as contemplated

and granted unto and duly vested in 
the Cleveland. Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis Railway company, to con- 
struct, perpetually maintain and oper- 
ate an aditional railroad track parallel 
to its existing main track upon and 
across Locust street, Tenth street, 
Ninth street and Tippecanoe street and 
across al] intervening alleys, which 
said track and the existing main track 
are in no case to be used as storage 
tracks between said points, and to 
realign its existing main track across 
Ninth street, Eighth street, Seventh 
street and upon Tippecanoe street, all 
as shown by the blue print map hereto 
attached and for identification marked 
Exhibt “А; also to lay, perpetually 
maintain and operate an additional 
track across Fourth street, and two ad- 
ditional tracks across First street and 
Water street and the intervening alley;

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 43. 


An ordinance regulating and govern- 
ing the plumbing in the City of 
Terre Haute, and providing for the 
appointment of a Plumbing Inspec- 
tor and a board of examiners in the 
City of Terre Haute, and providing 
a penalty. 

\ 


SECTION ONE. 


Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the city of Terre Haute, that im- 
mediately after the taking effect of 
this ordinance, the mayor of said city 
of Terre Haute, shall appoint a Plumb- 


ing Inspector, who shall hold his office 
until his successor is appointed and 
qualified, and who shall be a practical 
plumber. 


SECTION TWO. 


The Board of Examiners shall con- 
sist of the president of the Board of 
Health, City Engineer and Plumbing 
Inspector. 


SECTION THREE. 


Every person desiring to follow the 
occupation as plumber, either as mas- 
ter or journeyman, shall be required 
to pass an examination as to his ability 
before the examination board, hereto- 
fore mentioned, and he shall flle his 
application for examination with the 
Plumbing Inspector of said city and 
at such time deposit with treasurer 
the sum of five dollars ($5.00), the said 
inspector shall immediately notify the 
other members of the Board of Ex- 
aminers, who shall imemdiately meet 
and examine said applicant, and in the 
event that such applicant passes such 
examination, the said inspector shall 
immediately issue to him a license. 
And, in the event that said applicant 
fails to pass a satisfactory examination 
the said inspector shall issue an order 
to the applicant on the treasury for 
the sum of two dollars and fifty cents 
($2.50), the balance of the sum of five 
dollars, ($5.00), to be retained to de- 
fray the expense of said office, as in 
the event the said applicant falls to 
pass, he will be permitted to refile his 
application with the said inspector, 
after the expiration of three months, 
to be re-examined, and not sooner, 
and it shall be unlawful for any рег. 
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son to follow the occupation of a 
master of journeyman plumber with- 
in the limits of the city of Terre 
Haute without having first obtained а 
license from the Examining Board. 


SECTION FOUR. 


It shall be unlawful to do, or cause 
to be done, any plumbing in the city 
of Terre Haute, except in accordance 
to the following rules and regulations, 
and in the following manner, namely: 

Rule 1—House drains within and 
to a distance of three (3) feet outside 
the exterior wall of a building shall 
be of extra heavy cast iron pipe. No 
house drains to be less than 4 inches 
in diameter, laid in trenches of floor 
grade, and where above ground shall 
be suspended to floor by strong iron 
hangers, or fastened to wall by strong 
iron hooks. They shall have a fall, 
not less than one foot (1) in fifty to- 
wards outlet. Al] changes in lines of 
pipe shall be made with regular fit- 
tings and where connected with hori- 
zontal pipes shall be made with Y's or 
sanitary tees. Pipe rests must be 
placed every fifteen feet (15) on ver- 
tical lines of soil, waste or vent pipes. 
Pipe hooks, or hangers, on every ten 
(10) feet on horizontal lines. 

Rule 2—All soil pipes and fittings 
in buildings must be extra heavy cast 
iron, extending at least two (2) feet 
above roof, the joints packed with 
picked oakum or hemp, run with mol- 
ten lead, thoroughly caulked and made 
tight. All roof flashing to be of lead. 

Rule 3—A11 vent pipes must extend 
at least two (2) feet above roof, where 
vent pipe is extended threugh roof of 
à onestory building less than twenty 
(20) feet from any window or open- 
ing, it must be carried fve (D) feet 


above highest window or opening, or 
may, in ease of no independent vent 
pipe, eonnect into soil pipe at no less 
than one (1) foot above highest fix- 
ture, and in no case shall any vent pipe 
terminate in, or be led through chim- 
ney flue, but wherever practicable, 
must be carried up inside of house; 
they shall be run as direct as possible, 
and 45 per cent ells used at all times 
where practicable. 


Rlue 4—Connection of lead to iron 
pipes shall be made by brass or com- 
bination ferrules caulked to iron pipe, 
and wiped to the lead pipe. Waste 
pipe in horizontal position shall not 
enter into heel of bends. 


Rule 5—All traps or bends when 
placed between ceiling and floor must 
be made of not less than six-pound 
lead per square foot; for five inches, 
not less than five-pound lead per 
square foot for smaller sizes. ' 


Rule 6— When a single water closet 
is located in a building and has an jn- 
dependent soil pipe of undiminshed 
size from ground (in building) to 
roof; the re-vent may be dispensed 
with, provided the closet is located not 
more than five (5) feet from said soll 
pipe. Where two or more plumbing 
fixtures, having an independent soil or 
waste pipe of undiminished size from 
ground to roof, are located on one 
floor, the re-vent pipe from the said 
fixtures may be branched into soil or 
waste pipe one (1) foot above highest 
fixture, provided that no fixture or fix- 
tures on the floors abeve or below are 
connected or will be connected into 
the soil, waste, vent or re-yents of 
said fixtures. It is further provided 
that no fixture under this rule shall be 
more than twelve feet from the main 
Во!) or waste pipe,

SECTION FOUR. 


It shall be unlawful to do, or cause 
to be done, any plumbing in the city 
of Terre Haute, except in accordance 
to the following rules and regulations, 
and in the following manner, namely: 

Rule 1—House drains within and 
to a distance of three (3) feet outside 
the exterior wall of a building shall 
be of extra heavy cast iron pipe. No 
house drains to be less than 4 inches 
in diameter, laid in trenches of floor 
grade, and where above ground shall 
be suspended to floor by strong iron 
hangers, or fastened to wall by strong 
iron hooks. They shall have a fall, 
not less than one foot (1) in fifty to- 
wards outlet.

Rule 2—4A1 soil pipes and fittings 
in buildings must be extra heavy cast 
iron, extending at least two (2) feet 
above roof, the joints packed with 
picked oakum or hemp, run with mol- 
ten lead, thoroughly caulked and made 
tight. All roof flashing to be of lead, 

Rule 8—All vent pipes must extend 
at least two (2) feet above roof, where 
vent pipe is extended threugh roof of 
а one-story building less than twenty 
(20) feet from any window or open- 
ing, jt must be carried five (5) feet 


above highest window or opening, or 
may, in ease of no independent vent ' 
pipe, connect into soil pipe at no less 
than one (1) foot above highest fix- 
ture, and in no case shall any vent pipe 
terminate in, or be led through chim- 
ney flue, but wherever practicable, 
must be carried up inside of house; 
they shall be run as direct as possible, 
and 45 per cent ells used at all times 
where practicable. 


Rlue 4—Connection of lead to iron 
pipes shall be made by brass or com- 
bination ferrules caulked to iron pipe, 
and wiped to the lead pipe. Waste 
pipe in horizontal position shall not 
enter into heel of bends. 


Rule 5—All traps or bends when 
placed between ceiling and floor must 
be made of not less than six-pound 
lead per square foot; for five inches, 
not less than five-pound lead per 
square foot for smaller sizes, ' 


Rule 6—When a single water closet 
is located in a building and has an in- 
dependent soil pipe of undiminshed 
size from ground (in building) to 
roof; the re-vent may be dispensed 
with, provided the closet is located not 
more than five (5) feet from said soil 
pipe. Where two or more plumbing 
fixtures, having an independent soil or 
waste pipe of undiminished size from 
ground to roof, are located on one 
floor, the re-vent pipe from the said 
fixtures may be branched into soil or 
waste pipe one (1) foot above highest 
fixture, provided that no fixture or fix- 
tures on the floors abave or below are 
connected or will be connected into 
the soll waste, vent or re vents of 
sald fixtures, It is further provided 
that no fixture under this rule shall be 
more than twelve feet from the main 
Boll or waste pipe, 
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Rule 7—All re-vents must be of the 
following sizes: 

Two inches for W. C., slop sinks and 
floor drains, not less than 1 1-4 inches 
for other fixtures where more than one 
fixture connects in same vent, it shall 
be no less than 1 1-2 inches and the 
connections to be made at least one 
foot above top of highest fixture. 


Rule $8—4All connections to vent 
pipes must be made with lead or brass 
joints as in Rule 4, and each trap to be 
connected to vent by a. brass union. 


Rule 9—Vent pipes must in all cases 
be of extra heavy cast iron or lead, ex- 
cept local vent of water closet, which 
may be galvanized iron of approved 
construction, 

Rule 10—Wrought iron shall not be 
used as a waste pipe for any fixture. 


Rule 11—No soll drain or vent pipe 
shall be covered or concealed from 
view until after the work has been 
tested, examined and approved by the 
inspector appointed for that purpose. 
The plumber shall notify the inspector 
in writing when work is ready for in- 
spection, and the whole system of 
plumbing shall be prepared for the in- 
Spector or his assistant to make proper 
and thorough inspection of same by 
the plumber filing said pipes with 
water to the highest point, or by air 
pressure of not less than five pounds 
per square inch. 

Rule 12—Every water closet shall be 
supplied with water from a separate 
tank or cistern, and no flush for same 
shall be less than one and one-quarter 
inch pipe, and one jnch on automatic 
closets, 

Rule 13— Water closet shall be glaz- 
ed with earthenware er enameled iron 
in one piece all exposed, the woodwork 


fp consist of seat and back only, Jn 


no case shall any wood casing be allow- 
ed. 

Rule 14—Hereafter only tank closets 
shall be used. Pan plunger, long hop- 
per direct supplies of any kind or clos- 
ets having any unventilated space, or 
whose walls are not flushed at each 
discharge, shall not be used. 


Rule 15—Waste pipes from all fix- 
tures shall be of lead or cast iron and 
not less than the following sizes, viz: 
For bath tubs, laundry tubs, sink and 
urinals not less than 1 1-2 inches, wash 
basin 1 1-4 inches, slop hoppers 3 and 
water closets 4 inches. 


Rule 16—Drip or overflow pipes from 
safes under water closets or other fix- 
tures, or from tanks or cisterns, shal] 
in no case be connected directly to the 
drainage system, but shall be run to 
some open place in plain sight. If 
run to outside of building they must 
have safe waste valves. 


Rule 17—А1] urinals must have lead, 
slate, tile or marble safes, side walls 
and backs. 

Rule 18—Waste pipes for refriger- 
ators or other resceptacles in which 
provisions are stored shall not be con- 
nected directly with the drainage sys- 
tem, but shal] be arranged to waste in 
an open tray in plain sight below the 
refrigerator. This tray must be con- 
nected with drainage pipes upon being 
properly tapped and vented like any 
other fixture. 

Rule 19—Soil or waste pipes placed 
in any building for future use shall be 
ventilated, tested and subjected to the 
same rules in every respect as if in- 
tended for immediate use, and all 
openings closed by screw plugs or 
caulked or soldered, 

Rule 20—Each sewer conected with 
laterala must haye оле cast iron pipe 
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for ventilation not less than four: 
inehes in diameter carried not less 
than two foot above roof of building as 
in section 4, Rule 3. 


Rule 21—Lead pipes for supply must 
not be lighter than extra strong. 


Rule 22—All waste pipes and other 
pipes passing through lead safes must 
be of lead and wiped into the safe. 

Rule 23—A1l water service pipes 
must be laid under foundation and a 
depth of at least one foot maintained 
below floor of cellar. 

If cellar does not extend under en- 
tire building, the pipe may be brought 
above ground at the terminus of the 
excavation with a riser to the joists, 
for each set of fixtures, one riser for 
bath room and one riser for kitchen; 
also separate riser for any other set 
of fixtures, such as sill cock, etc., and 
pipe extended along the joists to fix- 
tures, sufficient fall being provided to 
allow pipe to drain at stop and waste, 
located at foot of riser, 

Mueller, Farnan, Ahrens & Ott, Glau- 
ber, or their equal stop and waste 
cocks must be placed on all water pipes 
within six inches of foundation wall 
where pipes enter cellars, also on all 
risers and branch pipes leading to each 
set of fixtures, and pipes must be ar- 
ranged so that bath room fixtures, 
kitchen fixtures or sill cocks can be 
shut off independeutly of each other 
and pipes thoroughly drained. 

All stop and waste cocks that are be- 
low ground shall have short extension 
rods attached to them and be walled 
in with brick leaving a space of 10 
inches square around same, said wall 
to be brought to surface of cellar and 
properly covered with a 2-inch board. 

Ail stop and waste cocks that are 
on risers shall be located not higher 
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than four inches from the floor of cel- 
lars and be provided with lever han- 
dles. 

Supplies to water closets to have 
regulating valves. An air chamber 
must be put in every job of interior 
plumbing, except when conected with 
a storage tank. Said air-chambers to 
be at least 12 inches long. Water pipe 
to be lead, brass or galvanized pipe. 

Rule 24—No steam exhaust will be 
allowed to connect to any drain or soil 
pipe, but must be provided with iron 
catch basin or tank to connect to 
escape vent above roof for escape of 
vapor. 

Rule 25—Each fixture must have 
separate trap of prescribed size placed 
as near fixtures as possible. 


Rule 26—All joints on lead or be- 
tween lead and brass must be wiped, 
except of brass in cock couplings, 
which may be cupped. 

Rule 27—The local vent of all water 
closets "must be entirely independent 
of any other pipe, and extend not less 
than two feet above roof, as in Sec- 
tion 4, Rule 3. 


Rule 28—After all the plumbing in 
any building is completed aecording to 
the foregoing rules and to the satis- 
faction of the inspector, a certificate to 
the effect shall be issued to the 
plumber doing the work. 


Rule 29—These rules for plumbing 
shall apply to all extensions, altera- 
tions or other work to be done in con- 
nection with plumbing cr house drains 
in old buildings (except minor re- 
pairs) the same as in new buildings, 
and minor repairs shall be construed. 
as meaning repairs of leaks in pipes, 
traps and drains, and repairing broken 
fixtures and frozen pipes. 
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Rule 30—A lead drum trap to be 
placed for each bath tub, four inches 
in diameter with trap screw. 


Rule 31—-Sink wastes should be con- 
nected into soil pipe or sewer as direct- 
ly as possible. 


Rule 32—Al11 soil or waste pipe under 
building shall be cast iron or lead. 

Rule 33— Wooden  wash-trays and 
sinks are prohibited inside of any 
building; they shall be of non-absor- 
bent material. 

Rule 34—Any plumber having 
charge of a building in which there 
will be any alteration in plumbing, 
sewer or drains, shall secure a permit 
for such work before beginning, unless 
sald work comes under the class recog- 
nized in these rules and reguldtions as 
repairs. 

Rule 35—Saddle joints on any soil, 
waste, or ventilating pipes are posi- 
tively forbidden. 


Rule 36—Water closets must never 
be placed in an unventilated room or 
compartment, in every case the room 
or compartment must be open to the 
outer air, or be ventilated by means of 
an air duct or shaft. 

Rule 37—The inspector shall refuse 
to give a certificate tor any work done 
contrary to any provision of these 
rules and regulations, and forbid the 
use of same until it has been properly 
corrected, 

Rule 38—4AlI iron pipes (cast) must 
be sound, free from holes or cracks. 
and of the grade known in commerce 
as extra heavy. The following weights 
per lineal foot will be accepted as com- 
plying with this ordinance: 

2 inches 5% pounds per lineal foot. 
3 inches 9% pounds per lineal foot. 
4 inches 13 pounds per lineal foot. 
5 inches 17 pounds per lineal foot. 


inches 20 pounds per lined! foot. 
inches 27 pounds per lineal foot. 
inches 38% pounds per lineal foot. 
10 inches 45 pounds per lineal foot. 
12 inches 54 pounds pêr ‘lineal foot. 
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SECTION FIVE. 


The said inspector shail make three 
tests or inspections of all piumbing 
work in said city, within six hours 
after being notifled of the necessity of 
such inspection. The first test or in- 
spection shall be made when the sewer 
is laid and joined, and before it is 
covered up, and no sewer shall be cov- 
ered up until the first inspection has 
been made; the second test or inspec- 
tion, when the soil and vent pipes are 
fixed and regulated in accordance to 
the rules hereinbefore mentioned, and 
the third test or inspection after the 
completion of the work, when the 
water has been turned on, and the 
traps filled, the plumber must make a 
peppermint test in the presence of 
said inspector and under his direction. 


SECTION SIX. 


All plumbing work in the city that is 
now in a sanitary condition will not 
be disturbed by the operation of this 
ordinance. 


SECTION SEVEN. 


Any person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration who violates any of the pro- 
visions of this rdinance shall be fined 
in any sum not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $100.00. 


, SCETION EIGHT. 


Rule 1—All terra cotta sewer pipe 
used in conection with a plumbing 


system, or connected with a public 
sewer, shall be of size approved by the 
inspector, but in no case shall a main 
Sewer be less than six inches. 


Rule 2—All sewer pipe must be of 
the best quality, vitrified terra cotta, 
and must be laid in as straight a line 
as possible, with a graded fall toward 
the sewer or pit, where possible, of not 
less than one-quarter (1-4) inch to. the 
foot where practicable. АП branches 
to the main line shall be "Y" fittings; 
all turns shall be made with 1-8 bends. 


There shall be placed in main line 
of sewer a running trap so set, to trap 
all branches. Said trap to have pipe 
to extend to top of grade for clean-out 
purposes. 


SECTION NINE. 


The salary of the Plumbing Inspec- 
tor, appointed under the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be twelve hun- 
dred dollars ($1,200.00) a year, pay- 
able monthly. 


SECTION TEN. 


Before any job of plumbing may be 
commenced, or any plumbing work of 
any kind begun, except minor repairs 
as defined by Rule 29, Section 4, of 
this ordinance, the plumber having 
the contract to do such job of plumb- 
ing shall apply to the Inspector of 
Plumbing for a permit to do such job 
of plumbing, and the Plumbing In- 
spector shall not issue such permit 
until there has been paid into the city 
treasury of the city of Terre Haute, 
the sum of one dollar ($1.00) for each 
sink, eloset, bath tub, lavatory, urinal, 
laundry tray, or other fixture proposed 
jn he Installed, and any plumber doing 
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any job of plumbing, except minor re- 
pairs, as defined by Rule 29, Section 
4, of this ordinance, or putting in any 
fixtures, without having first procured 
from the Plumbing Inspector a permit 
to do such work, shall be subject to 
the penalty of this ordinance, and the 
Plumbing Inspector shall not issue a 
certificate that the work is done ac- 
cording to this ordinance until the sald 
sum has been paid as aforesaid. 


SECTION ELEVEN. 


Any person using the plumbing or 
fixtures, or allowing or causing water 
to be turned into new pipes, except for 
the purpose of testing said pipes, be- 
fore the Plumbing Inspector has given 
a certificate that the work is done in 
accordance with this ordinance shall 
be subject to the penalty provided by 
this ordinance. 


SECTION TWELVE. 


a 

The Plumbing Inspector shall not. 
issue a permit or give a certificate that 
the work is done in accordance with 
the terms of this ordinance, if said in- 
spector finds that the sewer connec- 
tions have not been paid for as pro- 
vided for by the ordinances of the 
city of Terre Haute. 


SECTION THIRTEEN. 


No cause of action or prosecution 
instituted under the provisions of any 
ordinance of the city of Terre Haute 
now in force, shall be abated, dis- 
solved, or in any way affected by the 
passing of this ordinance, and any 
violation of any ordinance now in 
force may be prosecuted and penalized 
the same as if this ordinance had not 
been passed. And any ordinance of the 
city of Terre Haute regulating plump:

ing, and especially General Ordinance 
No. 38 of the city of Terre Haute, 
shall remain in full force and valid, 
until this ordinance has become effec- 
tive. 


SECTION FOURTEEN. 


Whereas, an emergency exists for 
the immediate taking effect of this or- 
dinance, the same shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage 
by the Common Council, approved by 
the Mayor, and publication according 
to law.
